New York; February %25.—Federal 
officers swept aboard a trans-Atlantic 
liner when she made her pler this 
efternoon ang arrested every man in 
authority from captain down. All are 
charged with conspiracy to violate the 
United States immigration laws. 

The steamship is the Athinal, of the 
Hellenic Trans-Atlantic Steamship 
Company, whose general] agent here 
also was arrested. The government 
charges that the company has been 
smuggling in aliens for more than a 
year, some of them disgutsed as mem- 
bers of the crew, others hidden about 
the ship until there was no danger of 
search. 

Nikolas A. Galanos, the agent, was 
released under $20,000 bonds and his 
confidential secretary in $15,000. Cap- 
tain Gekas Klouras was released in 
$10,000, as were his first officer, chief 
engineer, and Dr. Gerasimos Diakova- 
tos, the ship’s surgeon. Three other 
officers were held in $10,000 bail each 
and each of the elghteen members of 
the crew in $5,000 each.

HALL OF THE HOUSE | 
TO BE MADE SMALLER 


Believed That. Confosion Re- 
sults From Its Present 
Great Size.

+ Washington, Vebruary 25.—The 
’ ~ house today appropriated $350,000 for 
the reconstruction of the hall of the 
house so as to reduce its size prac- 
-tically to that of the senate chamber. 

Speaking in favor of the reconstruc- 
tion Mr. McCall, of Massachusetts, de- 
clared that perhaps the principal rea- 
gon the house was not held in the 
high regard it deserves, was the im- 
mense size of the hall, the ensuing 
confusion and the difficulty of making 
one’s self heard. 

The problem of reducing the size 
and at the same time providing for 
the proposed increased membership of 
391 to 433 has been met by doing 
away with the bulky desks and chairs. 
In the new house each member will 
have an individual chair, but there 
will be no desks. A smal] shelf will 
be provided on the back of the chairs 
for use of members sitting in the row 
behind. Two speaking places with 
large tables for the accommodation of 
papers and books will be provided, one 
on the democratic and one on the re- 


publican side. 
The house also voted to install a 
monorail trolley system in the sub- 
way leading from the capitol to the 
house office building for the transpor- 
tation of the members.

DEMOCRATS AS A RULE 


While Nearly All the Repub- 
licans Supported the Fortifi- 
cation Scheme---Tawney and 
General Keifer, Republican 
Leaders, However, Spoke 
Strongly Against the Plan. 


Washington, February 25.—After 
nearly five hours’ debate, the house of 
representatives shortly before 10 
o'clock tonight voted overwhelmingly 
in favor of the policy of fortifying 
the Panama rtanal and appropriated 
$3,000,000 to begin the work, the to- 
tal cost of which has been estimated 
at $12,000,000. 

The action of the house practically 
Settles the question of fortification, 
for the sentiment in the senate is said 
to be more than 2 to 1 in favor 
protecting the Isthmian waterway 
Seacoast batteries. 

Tawney Opposed Fortifying. 

The real test in the house came on 
an amendment proposed by Represent- 
ative Tawney, of Minnesota, chairman 
of the committee on appropriations. 
Mr. Tawney has been opposed to forti- 
fying the canal from the first, and 
made a forceful speech against that 
policy near the close of the debate 
tonight. He then offered an amend- 
ment Which provided that no part of 
the money set aside for fortification 
should be used 
the United States had attempted to 
negotiate treaties with all of tne lead- 
ing maritime nations guaranteeing the 
neutrality and international protection 
of the canal. 

Representative Sherley, of Kentucky, 
bitterly attacked this amendment and 
warned members that it had been in- 
troduced for the sole purpose of de- 
feating the appropriation. 

The Tawney amendment then was 
voted down, 130 to 63. A motion by 
Representative Keifer, of Ohio,

Paris, February 25.—Premier Briand | 
and the members of his cabinet will; 
resign on Monday. They reached this | 
decision this afternoon at a conference | 
in the premier’s office, when the politi- | 
cal situation was thoroughly canvassed 
from beginning to end. 

The bare majority of 16 which the 
government received last night in a 
vote of confidence in the chamber of 
deputies, following the premier’s ar- 
raignment by the radicals, socialists, 
Louis Malvy and Paul Maunier, was a 
sore blow to the premier and his asso- 
ciates, who had been sustained many 
times in previous crises by much larger 
votes. In the end, M. Briand declared 
that he was “sick of it all.” 

The only reason for waiting until 
Monday to present their resignations 
to the president is that the ministers 
wish to show their respect for the 
memory of their late colleague, Gen- 
eral Brun, whose funeral will take 
place Monday morning. ° 

What Will Happen. 

There is much uncertainty tonight as 
to what will happen—whether Presi- 
dent Fallieres, after taking counsel 
with the leaders of parliamentary 
group will ask M. Briand to stay in 
power or whom he will invite to form 
a new ministry. 

The decision of the ministry to with- 
draw has caused an enormous political 
sensation. The conservative news- 
papers are sounding a note of alarm, 
They declare that the forces of extreme 
radicalism are triumphing over sane 
and progressive reform, regarding the 
clerical issue, which was raised yester- 
day, aS a mere pretext to attain Bri- 
and’s downfall. They point out that it 
is ridiculous to accuse the man who 
constructed the separation law of cler- 
icalism, and now that the church and 
state are completely divorced, M. 
Briand has been merely following out 
a general program of “appeasement.” 

The vote in the chamber of deputies 
last night is interpreted as the result 
of an intrigue among Briand’s adversa- 
ries in his own party, who have. been 
plotting his overthrow since the great 
crisis in the railway strike and block- 
ing the premier’s program of arbitra- 
tion in labor disputes in connection 
with public service corporations. 

Briand Wants to Quit. 

Physically and mentally exhausted 
by several years of uninterrupted 
labors in official life, M. Briand is sin- 
cerely anxious to retire. 

But beyond~the matter of his per- 
sonal inclinations there is the unques- 
tioned weakening of the premier’s pow- 
er and of confidence in his ministry. 

The socialists, who have never for- 
given the premier for modifying the 
extreme socialistic views which he 
championed when he first entered pub- 
lic life, have attacked him persistently. 
Recently Briand was assailed jointly 
by the clericals and socfalists. Last 
night he was charged with clericalism. 
The discussion arose through interpel- 
lations blaming the government for 
not having applied the laws against 
religious bodies with proper severity. 
In the heat of the debate, M. Briand 
challenged the opposition that if it 
could not give the government its full 
confidence to say so, as the ministry 
would not continue its task under- 
mined by petty intrigues. The vote of 
confidence was 268 to 262.

Mr. Tawney, a stalwart republican, 
looked to the democratic side for sym- 
pathy and applause and received both. 
Mr. Sherley, one of the democratic 
leaders of the house, was accorded an 
Ovation by the republican members. 
When it came to voting the repub- 
licang generally supported the forti- 
fication plan and the democrats op- 
posed it. The defection of about twen- 
ty republicang from the general pol- 
icy of fortification was offset by a sim- 
ilar defection on the democratic side 
in favor of fortification. 

The fortification of the canal was 
provided for in the sundry civil bill, 
but was considered in the house prac- 
tically aS a separate measure, and 
after all of the other features of the 
sundry civil bill had been disposed of. 

The debate began shortly after 5 
o'clock, Representative Walter LI. 
Smith, of Iowa, led off in favor of 
fortification, and was immediately fol- 
lowed by Hepresentative Keifer, who 
led the opposition forces. The devate 
was general\from this time on, ang no 
less than twenty members spoke from 
five to twenty minutes. 

Right of the United States. 

Mr. Smith was generally regarded as 
representing the administration in the 
fight for fortification. He began by 
citing the various treaties on the -sub- 
ject of a canal, and declared that the 
United States had an absolute right to 
fortify. 

“When the canal is completed,’ said

LUST TO CHURCK 


Peachtree 


Owner Sells 
Lot to John Pappa. 


Mr. Pappa States He Has Al- 
ready Resold at Handsome 
Profit --- Lot Once Intended 
for the Home for Episcopa! 
Bishop. 


The sale yesterday by Mrs. Margaret 
Smythe of the lot on Peachtree just 
north of St. Luke’s church apparently 
precludes any possibility of the lot’s 
ever being used as a home for the 
bishop of the Atlanta diocese, aS Was 
onee intended, and brings to mind the 
long legal battle engaged in over the 
property by Mrs. Smythe on the one 
side and St. Luke’s on the other. | 

The case, it will be remembered, 
went to the supreme court and Mrs. 
Smythe eventually won at every point 
in the fight, making it possible for 
her to change her mind about giving 
the church the property, and ifiater 
leaving ther free to sell it whenever 
she chose. 

John Pappa was the purchaser of 
the lot, paying Mrs. Smythe $26,000 
therefor. This is $1,000 in advance of 
what Mrs. Smythe :offered to sell it 
to St. Luke’s for. Mr. Pappa, ‘it Is 
understpod, has already resold the 
property for a handsome profit. 

The contention over the property 
which ended in the trustees of St. 
Luke’s suing Mrs. Smythe for the lot 
grew out of an agreement made by 
Mrs. Smythe when she sold to the 
church the lot on which it now stands. 
This agreement was to the effect that 
Mrs. Smythe should wlll the lot on 
which her residence. stood to the 
church, to be used as a home for the 
bishop of the Atlanta diocese. How- 
ever, Mrs. Smythe reserved the right 
to sell the lot should “stress of circum- 
stances” ever make this necessary. In

Postmaster McKee Met 
Success in Wash- 
ington. 


Postmaster Hugh L. McKee, on his 
return yesterday from Washington, 
where he went in an endeavor to se- 
cure for Atlanta a more satisfactory 
mail delivery, announced that he 
thought that he had accomplished his 
purpose.

cured permission from Supreme Court 
Justice Platzek to serve. 

The executors charge that Mrs. 
Johns, having obtained by fraudulent 
means, assignments of securities from 
Hoe to herself, went to the persons 
having in charge Hoe’s possesions 
after his death and told them she must 
have access to the safety deposit vault 

When the parties in charge of the 
box of securities demurred, it is al- 
leged Mrs. Johns told them she came 
to look at the papers in the box with 
the knowledge of the sons of Robert 
Hoe, and threatened that unless he 
was given access to the box she would 
report the matter to the heirs. She 
was permitted to take certain papers 
in the box. 

The amended answer explains that 
Mrs. Johns was the wife of Lewis F. 
Brown, a Kentucky railroad ticket 
agent, when she met Mr. Hoe in Lon- 
don, prior to December 7, 1907. The 
answer declares that “her acts and 
conduct with and toward Robert Hoe 
were a source of great annoyance to 
her then husband, who protested 
against them, with the result that she 
wilfully deserted him and he obtained 
a decree of absolute divorce from 
her.” 

Mrs. Johns, the answer continues, 
having learned Mr. Hoe was reported 
to be a wealthy man, falsely and 
wickedly pretended to be enamored of 
him. 

She is allegeqg to have been with 


him frequently in London and New] 


York to entrap and extort from him 
large sums of money. 

The answer declares that at this 
time Mr. Hoe was 70 years of age and 
feeble. By means of her influence 
over Hoe Mrs. Johns is accused of 
having persuade4 him to transfer to 
her name the securities she afterward 
obtained from the strong box. 

The former Mrs. Brown is now the 
wife of Arthur Johns, a New York 
lawyer. She denies she obtained the 
Hoe securities by fraud, or that there 
is any basis for the charge of undue 
influence.

Both Representatives From 
Bartow Talk in Favor of 
Municipal Government 
—Interviews Below. 


‘‘T am in favor of a law 
that would allow each of the 
municipal corporations in 
the state the right to adopt 
the COMMISSION GOV- 
ERNMENT, or the initia- 
tive, the referendum and the 
recall at any time by a vote 
of the people.”’ 

This statement was made 
bv HON. M. L. JOHNSON, 
representative for Bartow 
county in the Georgia legis- 
Jature, who was approached 
Tuesday morning by a re- 
porter for The Tribune, and 
asked for bis opinion as to 
the wisdom of the adoption 
of the commission system by 
Cartersville. 

“While I have not given 
the commission government 
sufficient studv to enable me 
to sav offhand that I should 
be in favor of its adoption in 
CARTERSVILLE,” said he, 
‘*T do know that certain fea- 
tures that are now ineluded 
in this system are good, 
namely, the initiative, refer- 
endum and the recall. The 
people should have the ben- 
efit of these three features 
of government, whether in 
state. county or municipal 
offices, and they should be 
allowed to the people by the 
legislature.’’ 

While he-did not make the 
direct statement that he 
would do so, it was gathered 
from the interview from 
MR. JOHNSON, that he 
would bring the matter be- 
fore the next session of the 
legislature. 

CAPTAIN J. J. CAL- 
HOUN, the recently elected 
member of the legislature 
from this county, was called 
up. over the phone for a con- 
firmation of his oft-repeated 
expression in favor of the 
COMMISSION PLAN OF 
GOVERNMENT for this 
city, and he said: ‘Yes, I 
am heartily in favor of this 
plan for Cartersville. There 
is no doubt as to'the wisdom 
of this system, and its appli- 
cation to Cartersville would 
do wonders for the city. If 
the people in Cartersville 
want this form of govern- 
ment it will be a pleasure 
for me to take the matter up 
with the next meeting of the 
general assembly.’’ CAP- 
TAIN CALHOUN has 
talked many times with the 
reporter along this line, and 
has expressed himself forei- 
bly in regard to the adoption 
of the new style of munici- 
pal government for Carter's- 
ville. With the two repre- 
sentatives from the county 
favoring the plan, there will 
be little trouble in gétting a 
bill through the legislature 
that will allow the city to 
adopt it.

Why the “Maine” Was Sent to 


Havana. 
(Walter Scott Meriwether ip Harpers’ 
Weekly.) 

Probably very few know that the 
Maine had been hurried to Havana 
because of a misinterpreted cipher 
message. Mr. John R. Caldwell, who 
had been in charge of the Havana bu- 
reau, and whom I relieved, told me that 
several days prior to my arrival he had 
made requisition upon the office for a 
Fevolver. There had come atrenuous 
times in the Cuban capital, riots had 
been frequent, the lUves of foreigners, 
particularly those of Americans, had 
been more than once placed in 
jeopardy, and the time had come when 
correspondents felt the meed of fire- 
atms to protect their lives. The re- 
volver sent to Mr. Caldwell was smug- 
glied to him by a passenger on the 
Steamship Olivette, to whom. the 
Weapon had been entrusted by an 
agent of the paper in Tampa By some 
oyersight no cartridges had been sent 
with if, and it being impossible to se- 
cure any in Havana, the correspondent 
cabled to New York, “Camera received, 
but no plates; send by next boat.’ 

Through some strange error on the 
part of the one who received it, the 
crpytogram was construed to be a 
cipher and was translated to read that 
ah attempt had been made on the life 
of General Fitzhugh Lee, American 
consul-general in Havana. This misin- 
formation went to Washington and 
reached there after the Havana cable 
had closed. Early the next day Mr. 
Caldwell received from the Herald the 
fellowing crytogram: “Send story and 
pictures ordered on food-supplies; we 
want it for main sheet.” By applying 
the cipher key, the first sentence was 
readily translated to read: “A United 
‘States warship has been ordered to 
Havana.” The second evidently con- 
veyed some hint which was beyond the 
limitation of the code, but the word 
“main” gave the clew. Meeting Gen- 
eral Lee at breakfast that morning, 
Mr. Caldwell quietly informed him that 
the Maine was on her way to Havana. 
The Genera! was incredulous. No war- 
ship. he assured the correspondent, 
would be sent to Havana unless he re- 
quested it.

That being so the pres- 
ent Prince of Hohenzollern was born 
a mere “highness” and for the last 
five years (since he succeeded his 


papa), everyone said he would re- 
main so Kaiser Wilhelm, {it was rea- 
soned, would not offend his faithful 
mediatized nobles, who are just 
royel as Mr. William of Hohenzollern- 
Sigmaringen. And now the unstable 
kaiser has done it: and the medlatized 
camp is mumbling flery tmprecations 
and threatening—to write pamphlets.

Angered by the Kaiser. 

The kaiser also offends with the 
title “serene highness,” the princes of 
Lippe and Schaumburg-Lippe; and re- 
fuses to Tecognize their nobler local 
attribute: “High princely serene high- 
ness.” And now these angry dignita- 
ries complain that the kaiser, fond as 
he is of titles, is intolerant of all save 
those he makes himself. 

“Look at the Battenberg case,”’ they 
exclaim wwrathfully. 
trouble there. When the English 
Princess Beatrice married Henry of 
Battenberg, morganatic son of Prince 
Alexaniter of Hesse, and of the Polish 
Countess Julie Hauke, old Queen Vic- 
toria made him a royal highness, and 
announced that even the children 
would be highnesses. But Kalser Wil- 
helm objeéted to this, and openly call- 
ed the bridegroom ‘Herr Battenberg.’ 
A child of this marriage, the future 
queen of Spain, the kaiser claimed 
was only a young lady of the inferior 
nobility, and when King Edward got 
over the trouble by making the prin- 
cess a royal highness, the kaiser did 
not conceal his vexation. He posed 
as a purist on the birth question, and 
said that nobody who was not born 
royal could ever be made royal. And 
now he has made a royal highness 
out of William of Hohensollern, a 
mere mediatized princelet with much 
less right to the title than we have.” 

Naturally such risky criticism as 
this is mot made in public. It is kept 
for the Louis Quinze salons. The pub- 
lic champion is a certain Dr. Hubert, 
who cunningly says nothing at all 
about the offended dignitaries’ claims, 
but roundly attacks the kaiser for his 
craze for granting titles, orders and 
stars to undistinguished men. 

“Never hefore Wilhelm II came to 
the throne,” says Hubert, “was the 
craze for “distinctions so great, and 
never were there so few distinguish- 
ed Germans to earn them. Greedy as 
they are for advancement and gold, 
our bureaucrats nevertheless would 
willingly serve as office boys if only 
they were granted 4 glittering star, 
or the rank of privy councillor, or the 
title of count. The same is true in 
the army and navy. Under the uni- 
versal decoration system of Wilhelm 
Il the ambition of every soldier and 
sailor is to catch the Kaiser’s eye, and 
get something glittering for his cheat.” 

Degraded Value of aRnk. 

The kaiser, says this critic, has de- 
graded the value of military rank by 
advancing everyone. Thirty years ago 
the rank of field marshal was hever 
granted except when won on the bat- 
tlefield. Kaiser Wilhelm I, the victor 
of Sadowa and Sedan, never advanced 
himself past the rank of general; and 
Moltke, the organizer of victory in 
three campaigns, did not become a4 
flelad marshal until the last of them 
was carried through successfully. But 
Kaiser Wilhelm began by making him- 
self a field marshal, and by scatter- 
ing the title on men who had never 
seen a skirmish. Still worse was his 
acceptance of the rank of an Aus- 
trian field marshal, in deflanmce of the 
tradition. that no one who hag not 
won a battle shall ever gain that rank. 
The same thing happened in the navy. 
The rank of admiral was not sonorous

WILL-BE LWELY 


It Will Not Be Limited 
to Reciprocity. | 


Taft May Suggest That Re- 
vision Certain Tariff 
Schedules Be Taken Up. 
Whether He Does or Not, 
Democrats Will Tackle Tariff. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 26.-—President 
Taft, in calling an extra. session of the 
sixty-second congress, to convene 
shortly after the adjournment of the 
present session on March 4, may not 
limit the purpose for which he calls 
the special] session to @ consideration of 
the bill carrying into effect 
_reciprocity agreement with Canada. In 
addition he mey suggest that congress 
proceed at once to the revision of cer- 
tain ef the schedules of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law, notably those sched- 
ules affecting foodstuffs and clothing 
which have a direct bearing on the cost 
of living. 

It is known that the president is be- 
ing advised to take the initiative tn in- 
viting tariff revision, instead of leaving 
it to the democrats, who will be {n con- 
trol of the house, to proceed with their 
revision program without any sUgsges- 
tion from the executive. 

Will Take Up Tariff. 

The democrats, through Chairman 
Underwood, of the new ways and means 
committee, and Speaker-to-be Champ 
@lark, have served notice that they, will 
take up the tariff question if an 6xtra 
session is calleti. They did this in an- 
swer to the report that they were far 
from ready to undertake any tariff 
tinkering, and that if a special session 
was convened they would content them- 
selves with passing the Canadian 
reciprecity agreement bill again, and 
would do nothing with the tariff. 

Moreover, Representative Harrison, 
of New York, one of the leading demo- 
eratic members of the new ways and 
means committee, has introduced a4 res- 
elution in the house requesting the 
president to convene an extra session 
for the express purpose of reviewing 
the tariff schedules affecting the neces- 
saries of life. This resolution, which no 
one expected would be adopted by the 
yhouse, was in effect a direct challenge 
to the president. 

Certain of President Taft’s advisere 
belleve that he should accept this chal- 
lenge. They argue that fit would be 
good politics, both for ‘he republican 
party and for himself, but that more 
than anything else it would be an honest 
effort onhis part todo whata majority 
of the people of the country undoubt- 
edly want done—bring about @ reduc- 
tion of the tariff on the necessaries of 
life. 

It would be good politics, it is claim- 
ed, in that it would deprive the demo- 
crats of the opportunity of taking all 
credit for such tariff revision, ff it fs 
effected and meets with popular ap- 
proval, and it would greatly add to the 
popularity of the president with the 
masses of the people, who are far from 
satisfied with the Payne-Aldrich lew. 
The point is also meade that since the 
democrats are certain to tackle the 
tariff problem, a republican president 
should not overlook the opportunity of 
putting its squarely up to the demo- 
ecrats, so that they cannot dodge the 
issue, if they find that they will have 
serious difficulty in getting together on 
a tariff revision program. 

President Taft has frequently placed 
himself on record publicly as favoring 
the reduction of the tariff schedules on 
food products, and on wool and cotton 
manufactures. He has been gqudted as 
@eclaring that the woolen schedule, 
for instance, is “indefensible.” Under 
the circumstances it is not unlikely that 
if he has occasion to call an extra ses- 
sion of the new congress he will not 
hesitate to recommend in his message 
that certain of the tariff schedules be 
lowered. 

Extra Session Inevitable. 

That the president will have occasion 
to ca]l the special session is now gen- 
erally conceded. There Is practically 
no chance that the reciprocity agree- 
ment will reach a vote in the senate hbe- 
fore March 4, and the presient has de- 


elared with all possible emphasis chat | 


it must be voted upon at a special ses- 
gion if it cannot be reached before che 
close of the regular session. 

_ There are those who still maintain 
that the president will weaken when it 
comes to a showdown, and will not 
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convene a special session, because the 
prospect of tariff tinkering would up- 
set bustness conditions throughout tne 
country. But those who Know him best 
deciare there is not the slightest 
chance that the president will weaken. 
As a matter of fact, the president has 
taken such a stand that he must call ' 
the senate’s bluff and convene an ex-. 
tra session if the senate cails his biuff . 
and dves not vote on reciprocity. If | 
he does not he will place himself in 
such a position that he will be utterly | 
unable to do anything with congress 


durfng the two years remaaning of his | 


administration. In addition, he will 
forfeit the confidence of that portion 
of the public which expects him to 
make good and foree the senate tu 
action. 

There are others who contend that 
the senate will vote on reciprocity and 
rutify it at the last moment of this 
session if it is seen that the alterna- 
tive is am extra session. As has been 
said, however, it is difficult to see how 
this can be brought about in the face 
of the opposition to reciprocity which 
urquestionably exists in the senate. 
and which cormnes from senators who 
are not likely to be moved by the 
argument that an extra session would 
be disastrous. 

Most of the progressive senaters, for 
instance, are opposed to reciprocity. at 
least in the form provided in the pend- 
ing agreement, and most of them 
would relish an extra session of con 
gress for the opportunity it vould give 
them to etir up matters along other 
lines in which they are interested. 
Most of them, too, would like to have 
a chance to tackle the tariff question 
again and undoartake to force revision 
of certain objectionable schedules, 


La Folictte’s Postal Ifnvestigation. 


Senator La Follette, for example, is 
anxious to turn the postoffice depart- 
ment upside down or inside out in an 
effort to demonstrate to the country 
thet Postmaster General Hitchcock's 
economy program has resulted greatly 
to the detriment of the postal service 
He has had a resolution adopted by 
the senate calling for information re!- 
ative to conditions In the railway mall 
service, and ne has let it be Known 
that that Is but the beginning of what 
he purposes doing. 

On the whole, if President Taft in- 
vites action on certain. tariff schedules 
in calling the extra session, there is 
every prospect that the extra session 
will be a lively one, and will be pro- 
longed far into the stimmer. An extra 
session can be adjourned only when 
both branches of congress are ready 
to adjourn, and the progressives in the 
senate, it ts certain, will not be ready 
to adjourn until they are worn out, or 
until] they have accomplished some of 
the things that are first on their pro- 


gram. 
This may be quitte an 
summer in Washington, therefore 
Presidential politics looking to 1912 
will be active, both among republicans 
and democrats, and there are more 
possibilities of jJively developments 
than at any time within recent years.

The slump in the stock 
market that followed the freight rate 
decisions by the interstate commerce 
commission caused a sympathetic 
break in cotton, and this sympathetic

The talk about extensive March 
tenders appeared to have subsided, and 
Offers to buy round lots over the 7c 
limit were made without dislouging 
any sizable offerings. 

The packers were the langest buyers 
for domestic consumption, and round 
lots of March, May and July were 
taken for the manufacture of lard 
compound, The price of pure lard ral- 
lied slightly from its low point of 9¢e, 
and at the close 9.40c per pound was 
asked. Over 100,000 pounds of o0.e0- 
Stearine were purchased early in the 
week at 8c ‘by packing interests, and 
later the market became nominal at 
Stec. Lard ‘compound was sold freely 
for foreign shipment on the basis of 
84gc per pound, which is qa slight ad- 
vance over the former price. The 
packers were also buyers of butter oll, 
and the price of this description of cot- 
ton oil advanced sharply, closing at 68c 
a gallon. It is believed that both the 
lard compound and  oleomarga:ine 
producers realize that visible oil 
stocks are comparatively small, and 
they are net going to be caught short 
of oil supplies like they did last yea 
about this time. 

The foreign inquiry was on an elab- 
orate scale, and heavy sales for imme 
diate, prompt and forward shipment 
were booked for north ang south Eu- 
rope and Mexico. The low stocks of 
oil held in north Europe have finally 
been exhausted, and foreign buyer: 
have been compelled to replenish thet. 
supply now or take a chance of pay- 
ing. higher prices later on. Export 
shipments on existing contracts f:om 
this port for the week amounted to 
6,000 barrels, most of which was white 
oil for Genoa and Naples. Since sep- 
tember 1, 1910, Italy has taken over 
62,000 barrels of American cotton oil 
The foreign outlook is reported ex- 
ceedingly encouraging, and it is ex- 
pected that an enormous amount of ol! 
will be exported during the next four 
months. France has been an active 
buyer on every decline during the en- 
tire erép year. Late advices from tha' 
country stated that the most sa.ien;t 
feature of trade of Marseilles with the 
United States during 1910 was the very 
arge increase in exports of vegetuble 
oils to the latter country, which sur- 
passed all pfevious records, with 
aggregate value of $3,059,649, 
per cent more than during the pre- 
ceding year. Peanut and copra oil; 
made the greatest gains, but the ol ve 
and palm oll shipments also reach:d 
unprecedented figures, owing to th» 
short suply of cotton seed oil and «ue 
scarcity of :fats in the American ma”- 
ket. 

The aggregate sales of crude oil in 
tanks was said to be greater than for 
any other week, so far this year. Re- 
finers were steady buyers of immediate 
shipments at 44c. Prompt was bought 
freely at 44l%c, and March found a 
ready market at 45c. In some quar- 
ters it was stated that prominent re- 
fining interests were seeking control 
of the crude oil market, knowing that 
visible stocks are not excessive. The 
tactics of the “big operators” are sim- 
ilar to those noted a year ago, and if 
efforts are,successful, it is generally 
admitted that a bull market will be 
inaugurated during the latter part of 
the crop year.

Washington, Febraqary 25.—So0 prob- 
able is it that an extra session of 
congress will be necessary !n order 
to get action on the Canadian reel- 
procity agreement, that President 
Taft has fixed April 4 as the date on 
which such a session may be called. 

The April date was selected after 
consultation with Champ Clark who 
will be speaker of the next house, and 
Representative Underwood. .of Ala- 
bama, who will be chairman of the 
ways and means committee, which wil! 
have charge of and report thea reci- 
procity bill in the house. 

The president had intended to con- 
vene the extra session at an earlier 
date, but Representatives Clark and 
Underwood told him they would like 
to have a month’s time after the pres- 
emt congress adjourns in which to map 
out the democratic plans for the next 
session. 

No Change in Situation. 

Theré was no change in the situa- 
tion in the senate today regarding the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement, and 
the leaders see no hope of bringing to 
a vote at this session the McCall bill 
to carry the bill into effect. 

Many rumors were circulated of 
moves to remedy the situation, but ap- 
parently they were all without foun- 
dation. The most persistent of a) 
was one that Senator Aldrich, famed 
for winning legislative battles. which 
his colleagues thought lost, was speed-

Think of a non-participating life insurance company with $2,000,000 ofm 
capita! stock that can afford to absolutely give away, in seventeen years, a 
sum of money equal to 1,250 per cent of its capital stock, an average equiv- 
alent to a dividend of nearly 75 per cent per annum!

Senator John CC. Spooner, of Wisconsin, and Edward D. Duffield, of Newark, 
defends the company’s conténtion that it should pay this money to its policy- 
holders because it adopted the policy in 1897 of paying back to non-partici- 
pating policyholders by way of dividends and iIncreaseg benefits the excess 
of premiums collected on their policies, 

The answer shows that in the thirty-four years of the company’s opera- 
tions the original investment of $91,000 by its stockholders has brought a 
return to them of $5,503,680, and that the petitiotier, Mr. Blanchard, has ob- 
tained all but. a Smal] portion of his 725 shares through stock dividends. 

Mr. Blanchard contends that the policyholders were not promised any 
dividends in their policy contracts, have no right to expect them, and are 
not legally entitled to the 20 miitlion dollars thus to be given them as a 
gratuity or bonus. ms

capital and over twenty-two thousand per cent on the money paid into the 
company by its stockholders.

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FOR RAILROADS 


So Says Lovett in Dis- 


cussing Rate Decision. 


Harriman’s Successor Says 
While the Decision Is De- 
pressing, Yet the Railroads 
Must Keep Pace With De- 
velopment. 


Los Angeles, February 25.— “The de- 
cision is bound to have a depressing 
effect,” said R. S. Lovett, president of 
the Southern Pacific and Union Pacific 
raflroads, while discussing the inter- 
state commerce commission's rate de- 
cision. The reilroads will be hampéred 
in getting money, but perhaps there 
may be a way to regain the confidence 
of capital,” he added, optimistically. 

“We have kept pace with the devel- 
opment so far, and we intend to con- 
tinue doing so as long as we can, re- 
gardless of temporary disturbances of 
any kind. It Is impossible for the rail- 
roads to stand still, and it is necessary 
to have money to carry out the pro- 
gram of improvements we have deter- 
mined upon. 

“We have spent fabulous sums tn the 
last year developing our properties, and 
we have kept it up despite handicaps 
put on railroads by adverse legislation 
and the restricting of our right to earn 
fair returns on our legitimate expendi- 
tures.” 

Mr. Lovett and his party will spend 
several days in Los Angeles, anda will 
then return east by way of San Fran- 
cisco, Portland and Ogden. Besides Mr. 
Lovett, those in the party are Julius 
Kruttschnitt, director of maintenance 
and operation; J. C. Stubbs, vice presi- 
dent in charge of traffic, and Robert 
Goelet, a director.

STRONGLY INDORSED 

Head of Standard Oil Bank 


Says It Meets the Re- 
quirements. 


Chicago, February 25.—Indorse- 
ment of Senator Aldrich’s currency 
plan was given here tonight by Frank 
A. Vanderlip, president of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, and 
former secretary of the United States 
treasury.

the election of Theodore Visconti as 
Gregory X., met in the Episcopal pal- 
ace here and continued in session for 
two years and nine months, during 
which time it was the scene of unend- 
ing violence and bloodshed, among the 
murdered being the English Prince 
Henry.

At the present time it is a@ crizinal 
trial, instead of a conclave, which at- 
tracts the interest of the whole world. 
The leaders of the dreaded Neapolitan 
camorra are about to be judged, and 
the case may rival, in duration, the 
conclave of 1271, with the difference 
that, while then the people removed 
the roof of the Episcopal palace to 
force the cardinals to come to a de- 
cision, there now is no way, accord- 
ing to Italian legislation, to shorten 
procedure of the courts.

COST OF COURTING ADVANCES 
ALONG WITH PRICE OF EGGS 
AND OF PORTERHOUSE STEAK 


New York, February 25.—(Special.)— 
The cost of Hving is not the only re- 
flection of a general advance in all 
commodities, according to Arthur T. 
Vance, editor of The Pictorial Review, 
but the cost of courtship has shown a 
like sympathy, and now the gallantry 
of the Lochinvar must yield to cruel 
pressure of the dollar. “The cost of 
courting,” says Mr. Vance, “has gone 
up along with the price of eggs and 
carrots and porterhouse steak. 

“A girl today hates to have people 
think her fiance is cheap. There are 
hundreds whose pride stands between 
them and inexpensive attentions. 

“Yet, courting is really not a matter 
of cost—but of the girl.” 

This is the gist of an article written 
by Mr. Vance which has called out an 
explanation, for there are some who 
are not willing to accept the idea that 
Cupid, who knows no creed but the 
virtue of love, has fallen before the 
march of commercialism. ‘“Personal- 
ly,” says Mr. Vance, “I! am inclined to 
be of the opinion that, while the cost 
of courting is greater here in New 
York than elsewhere, it has, neverthe- 
less, ascended by leaps and bounds all 
over America except in the remote 
rural districts. And it is one of the 
most disturbing of all our social phe- 
nomena. 

“One hears much about economic 
hardship of marriage and of family 
life. It is said that young men shrink 
apprehensively from the increased cost 
of maintaining a home, with the gen- 
eral rise in price of various necessi- 
ties. I think there is truth in the 
assertion.

“But, fhere is many & young man 
who never gets as far as a considera- 
tion of the cost of matrimony. He is 
staggered by the mere prelude to the 
show, the cost of courtship. 

“He tries ‘going with’ one or two 
girls, and draws back ih panic. He 
simply. cannot afford the acquaintance 
of the class of young women in which 
he would care to marry.” 

Mr. Vance believes that the spirit of 
romance wanes when young lovers are 
forced to go in public in a style below 
that of some of their associates. 

“Don't you think it rather takes 
the bloom off romance,” adds Mr. 
Vance, “to delegate it to the parquet 
circle and the taxicab?” 

A great many girls, he thinks, would 
be perfectly willing to have less money 
spent on them, should they know how 
to speak about it. 

“You see,” he says, "the trouble is, 
it's a game of bluff on both sides. The 
young man wants to pretend he has a 
bigger salary than is really coming to 
him. The girl desires to convey the 
impression that she is used to all the 
luxuries of life. On the one hand it’s 
the bluff of business position, on the 
other that of social position. And, be- 
tween the two bluffs the pocketbook 
falis.’’

He did not believe in retalia- 
tion upon the farmers by the enact- 
ment of the McCall] bill when theirs 
had been “the mild offense of having 
been misled by the press and maga- 
zines of the country.” 

Farmers Vitally Interested. 

The speaker held that no class were 
so vitally affected by the measure as 
the agriculturists. He dwelt upon 
threats to those interests that lay in 
the throwing open of this country for 
the free entry of farm products from 
a territory so rich in soil and oppor- 
tunities as northwestern Canada. 

Reciprocity, said the speaker, was 
not needed to increase this country’s 
trade with Canada; it is increasing 
as it is. 

A plea for the farmer was made, and 
the speaker sounded a note of warn- 
ing, he said, to the senators who rep- 
resent the great cities with their enor- 
mous wealth. “Every great conflict 
ig not determined in favor of him who 
strikes the first blow,’ said Mr. Me- 
Cumber. “But in favor of him who 
strikes the last blow. By this treaty 
you strike the great cereal and stock 
interests of the northwestern states a 
staggering blow, but they will arise 
and return that blow with interest.” 

Smith Quizzes McCumber, 


Mr. McCumber was frequently inter- 
rupted. 

Manifesting a strong tendd@mcy to- 
ward support of the Canadian agree- 
ment, Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
sought persistently to elicit an ac- 
knowledgment from the North Dakota 
senator that the proposed legislation 
would reduce the cost of living, in 
which he was not successful. Mr. 
Smith declared fiat in negotiating the 
treaty for the relief of the people, 
despite the opposition of his own par- 
ty, President Taft has shown himself 
to “be the greatest patriot for genera- 


tions.”’

President Barrett has just returned from Washington, where 
he has spent much time in conference with congressmen, explain- 
ing to them the sentiment of the more than 2,000,000 members that 
comprise the organization of which he is the head.

Boll Weevlt Benefactor in Disguise. 
“The insignificant boll weevil, prob- 
ably the worst pest that ever attacked 
3 crop, has proved to be a benefactor 
in disguise, for it has brought about 
a revolution in agricultural methods, 
is the view of Hamilton P. Agee, a8- 
sistant director of tho state pugar °x- 
periment station at New Orleans. 

“This pest is the friend of the small 
farmer.” he said, “as it hag caused land 
to become cheap and also has rendered 
the breaking wn of many big plante- 
tions compulsory. The small farmer 
who lets cotton alone has nothing to 
fear from this terrof of the rich 
planter. ‘ 

“The farmers of the south have here- 
tofere worked almost entirely on the 
one-crop plan. As a rule, they would 
plant nothing but cotton or sugar- 
cane. As the boll weevil advanced, 
the cotton planters found that they 
must change their methods or auffer 
barge losses.

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HE alarming news bas been cabled from China 
that “the pneumonic plague” has broken out 
there on 2 great scale. 

This disease, according to scientific research, {s the 
real plague, “the Black Death” of the middle ages. 
ft is the pneumonic form of the bubonic plague, witb 
which we are more familiar. It is caused by the same 
germ. In the bubonic form the disease produces agon- 
izing swellings of the glands. In the preumonic form 
it attacks the lungs, causing still more deadly hemor- 
rhages. 3 

The pneumonic plague is much more deadly than 
the bubonic. It is, in fact, almost inevitably fata! 
This is why it caused such fearful mortality in Eu 
rope in the Middle Ages and why it was regarded 
with more terror than any affliction that ever came 
to man. 

The pneumonic plage hes fortunately been unheard 
ef in the civilized world for many years, although 
doubtless many smal] centres of infection have ex- 
isted in Asia. The bubonic plague, on the other hand. 
has raged yery frequently on @ great scale in Asia 
and is more or less prevalent there every year. It 
even occurs to some extent in the United States. 
which will surprise most people. Vigorous Americans 
and Europeans are often able to recover from this 
form, but they will be less able to resist the pneu: 
monic form.

The tarbagan is a kind of prairie beaver and is 
common in Siberia and the adjacent Chinese province 
of Mongolia, where the present outbreak originated 

Professor Schottlefn, of Stuttgart, has traced the 
eutbreak of the present epidemic to these rodents 
In 1910 numbers of trappers were attracted to Mon- 
golia by the abundance of these animals. Suddenly, 
toward the end of October last, three trappers, who bad 
killed and handled tarbagans, were attacked by 
the pneumonic plague. It began with violent fits of 
coughing, followed by abundant expectoration of blood 
and ended in death in all cases. These deaths oc 
curred in @ village east of Lake Baikal in Siberia. The 
mortality doubled from one day to the next. 

From here the plague spread with terrible rapid 
ity, soon reaching the important Siberian city of Har 
bin. Refugees brought it bere from Mongolia, trav. 
elling along the Chinese Eastern Railway. From Her- 
hin it spread to China. 

One of the most terrifying things about the pneu- 
monic plague is that it spreads through the air. Io 
the bubonic plague the microbe is communicated by 
hites of fleas from infected rats. In the pulmonary 
form, on the contrary, the patients themselves trans- 
mit the disease by expectoration or by fits of cough 
mg, in which they scatter the germs with which tbeir 


lungs are filled. The temperature rises to 104 degrees 
and 2 most virulent form of blood poisoning sets in. 

The plague microbes are projected into tbe sur- 
rounding air just as the germs of grippe are projected 
around them by invalids in an epidemic of that dis- 
e280. 

The cities of China offer a fertile field for the 
propagation of the disease. The people are crowded 


together like berrings in a barrel, and once the dis- ~ 


ease has appeared in a house it is almost sure to 
contaminate all the occupants and to spread quickly 
to the whole city. 

If the victim remains without medica] treatment 
for three hours, death is certain. The microbes reach 
the blood in that time and produce plague septicae 
mia, which causes death on the second day. 

Ninety per cent of the cases treated have ended 
fatally, ‘while all those untreated have so ended. At 
Harbin some very rare cures have been obtained with 
preventive injections of Haffkine’s lymph and the 
anti-plague serum prepared by the Pasteur Institute. 

Dr. Mesny, a distinguished French plague expert, 
died while fighting the plague at Fuchiatien. At St. 
Petersburg, in Russia, Dr. Wynikenitch, who was mere 
ly experimenting with the germs, took the infection and 
died. Several other doctors have died. The Japanese 
Government, which has bad great experience with the 


visory capacity. We have at the present time, it is 
believed, the best equipped of living investigators in 
this line—men who have done very semarkable work 
with bubonic plague in the Philippines, in Hawaii and 
in California. 

Fifty-one countries have become infected with the 
bubonic plague, including Brazil, Peru, Ecuador and 
Hawaii, and the manner of its transportation is suffi- 
ciently well shown by the fact that during the last five 
years it bas been found on board of no fewer than 
146 sbips. 

The bubonic form has already obtained a foothold 
in the United States. It has been established in Cali. 
fornia for ten years past, and during that period there 
have been two serious outbreaks of it in the city of 
San Francisco. Experts consider it rather surprising 
that the malady bas not made its appearance at some 
of our Atlantic seaports, and fear that it will do so 
before long. 

A bacterium, discovered in 1894 by Yersin, and 
known as bacHlus pestis, is the original cause of the 
plague. Entering the glands, it sets up a rapid and 
destructive inflammation, causing swellings that are 
called “buboes.” Hence the name given to this form 
of the cisease.

t% is too much to expect that rats will ever be 
wholly exterminated in any centre of population, but 
experience has shown that they can be kept down to 
comparatively small and relatively harmless numbers. 
They multiply with such rapidity that poisoning and 
trapping are of use only as temporary expedients. It

healthy ra.s could be kept in cages with plague-stricken 
rats and yet would in no instance contract the com- 
plaint if there were no fleas present. For the 
purpose of this experiment, which was tried again 
and again, all fleas were carefully removed from 
the animals as a preliminary. When fleas were intro 
duced, however, the malady was promptiy transmitted. 
the rate of its progress among the previously healiby 
rats being in direct proportion to the number of fleas 
present. 

Another experiment consisted in hanging cages, in 
which both healthy and plague-sick rats were confined, 
just high enough to be above the jumping reach of fleas 
Under such circumstances the well rats remained wel!. 
But when the same thing was done with cages suspend- 
ed within two inches of the ground, the healthy rats 
soon showed signs of plague. By these and other tests 
it was proved beyond possibility of mistake that the 
rat flea was the sole carrier of the bubonic germ. 

It was ascertained, incidentally, that the rat flea’s 
stomach is large and capable of much distension. One 
such insect may easily take up 5,000 plague germs with 
ane sucking of blood from a diseased rat. Further. 
more, the germs multiply in the flea’s stomach and 
gizzard. If, thereupon, the flea bites a human being, 
the latter is liable to be infected with plague. 

For experimental purposes, in the Philippines and 
elsewhere, numerous rate have been artificially in- 
fected with plague by feeding them with infected ma- 
terial, or by the hypodermic injection of Bacillus 
Pestis. For such purposes tame white rats are pref 
erable, being easily handled and much more suscep- 
tible to the malady than ordinary wild rats, many of 
which seem to be immune, strange to say. Post-mor. 
tem examinations of rats killed by plague commonly 
show the characteristic glandular swellings called “bu- 
boes,” death of the liver tis- 
sue and great enlargement of

Inasmuch as every one of our cities will be obliged 
before long to adopt similar measures, it is interesting 
to know that the method in question consists most 
importantly in the use of cement and concrete for 
the cellars and basements of houses, the suitable 
screening of markets with wire net of small mesb, jhe

monic plague is identical with the 
“Black Death,” which destroyed one-third 
of the population of Europe in the four- 
teenth century and caused enormous loss of 
life at other times. 

The old chroniclers tell us that the suf- 
ferers breathed death on all who came 
within their reach, and that the air of 
plague-smitten cities was deadly. These 
statements were at one time regarded as 
fantastic and unscientific, but recent ex- 
perience shows that pneumonic plague. has 
the terribly infectious character described. 
Infection is spread through the air by the 
breath of the sufferers. 

Again, the old chroniclers tell us that 
physicians in those days went with their 
faces masked in order to avoid contagion. 
This was thought until recently to have 
been an idle precaution, but now we know 
that it was quite wise. In fact, Japanese 
doctors at the present time, who are the 
most expert in the treatment of the disease, 
have devised a mask for use while at their 
perilous work. 

It is even proved that an apparently well 
person way drop in the street from the 
disease. 

The “Black Deatb” of the Middle Ages came from 
China, or Cathay, as it was then called, just as it does 
today.

In 1348 it attacked Spain. Northern Italy and Rome, 
Bastern Germany, wapy parts of France, including 
Paris and England. 

The mortality of the “Black Death’ of the fourteenth 
century has been veriously estimated, the most con- 
servative figure being 25,000,000, or one-fourth of the 
population of Europe; while some authorities have put 
it as nigh ag 75,000,000, or three-fourths of Europe's 
population at the time. 

In Chink, where it originated, 13,000,000 succumbed, 
and in the rest of Asia 25,000,000. England suffered 
perhaps the. worst of a]l countries. One hundred thov- 
sand persons died of it in London elone, while 60,000 
out of 65,000 perished in Norwich. At that time Eng- 
land’s: population amounted to only 5,000,000. Before 
the “Black Death” disappeared it was reduced by one- 
half: 

During the succeeding centuries the world suffered 
repeatedly from visitations of the same disease, but it 
was not unti] the seventeenth century that an epidemic 
of the dimensions of the “Black Death” appeared. 
Throughout that century the plague raged ip various 
parts of Europe. It carried off 300,000 persons in 
Naples in five months. It spread to Spain and Ger- 
many, where mortality was equally great. 

In 1665 it suddenly appeared in London, where 70,000 
persons died within a few months. London's popula

tion then was about half a million, of whom two-thirds 
fled from the city when the plague first appeared. 

A very graphic account of this visitation wes written 
by Daniel Defoe, called “The History of the Great 
Plague in London.” In the course of this nerrative he 
describes the utter demoralization of the people, and 
shows how easily quacks and mountebauks found it to 
make capital out of their ignorance, superstitions and 
distress. 

“The posts of houseg and corners of streets were 
plastered over with doctor’s bills,” he says, “aud papers 
of ignorant fellows quacking and tampering in physic, 
and inviting the people to come to them for remedies. 
which were generally set off with such flourishes as 
‘Infallible preventive pills against the plagyue-—Sover 
eign cordials against the corruption of the air—Incom- 


parable drink against the Plague,.never found out 
before.’ ”’ 

For the regulation of the city during this troyble- 
some period a law was pasged giving the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen almost despotic power over the sate 
itants. 

Houses affected by the plague were closed and let 
elled, and no one was allowed either to enter or Jeave 
them save the officials whose duty it was to ruD nec 
essary errands for the afflicted or quarantined. 

The sign of the plague was a red cross with the 
words “God baye mercy on us,” aad such wés the ez- 
tent of the plague that thia grim emblem appesred 
on every other door almost. 

Clergymen dropped mortaDy sick in the pulpit, and 
finally nearly all the churches were abandoned. Many 
princes and great lords and ladies were amopg the 
victims. Bankers fell dying in their counting bouseg. 
The wealthy generally fled from the city. Many of the 
poor also ran away from their houses, and, baving 
nowhere else to go, died in the streets. The unburied 
bodies of poor mothers with their children encumbered 
the highways. 

The city was nearly deserted. The silence was 
broken only by the hoarse cry of the man with “the 
dead cart” crying: 

“Bring out your dead! Bring out your dead!” 

When the plague was at its height the mortality was 
so great that the officials found it impossible to carry 
out all the sanitary precautions they had planned when 
the disease first broke out. Persons fel] dead in the 
market places and in the streets, and their corpses lay 
there for days for want of bandg to bury them. In order 
to avoid contagion from these pestilent bodies pedes- 
trians walked in the middle of the street, or chose ways 
where they were less likely to encounter such dangers. 

The Great Plague was stamped out ip Londop by 
what might otberwise have been considered @ dis- 
aster of equa] magnitude-—the Great Fire. Londons 
narrow streets’ in 1666 made a conflagration of apy 
kind @ menace to the whole city, and when, in that 
year, one of the wooden structures in a crewded por 
tion of the city took fire, the destruction of practically 
the whole city followed. The plague was literally 
burned out, apd such was the lesson learned from the 
previous unsanitary condition of the metrapolis that 
it was reconstructed on a better plan. Since that time 
England has never been visited by an epidemic of the

other, they had travelled one year through a regiun 
teeming with game, where a year or two or three 
years later no game at all would be found.

The days passed and the 
winter began merging imperceptibly into the north- 
land spring that comes like a thunderbolt of sudden- 
ness. It was the spring of 1896 that was preparing. 
Fach day the sun rose farther east of south, remained 
longer in the sky and set farther to the west. March 
ended and April bezan, and Daylight and Elfjah, lean 
and hungry, wondered what had become of their two 
comrades. Granting every delay, and throwing in 
generous margins for good measure, the time was 
long past when they should have returned. 
Without doubt they had met with disaster. The party 
had considered the possibility of disaster for one man 
and that had been the principal reason for despatch- 
ing the two tn different directions.

His life was the stake, his cards were 
his cartridges and he played as only a big gambler 
could play—with infinite care, with infinite precaution, 
with infinite consideration. As a result he never 
missed. Fach shot meant a squirrel, and though days 
elapsed between shots it never changed his method of 
play. 

Of the squirrels nothing was lost. Even the skins 
were boiled to make broth, the bones pounded into 
fragments that could be chewed and swallowed. Day- 
Nght prospected through the snow and found occa- 
sional patches of mossberries. atthe best mossberries 
were composed practically of seeds and water. with a 
tough rind of skin about them; but the berries he 
found were of thé preceding year, dry and shrivelled, 
and the nourishment they contained verged on the 
minus quantity. Secarcely better was the bark of 
rvoung saplings, stewed for an hour and swallowed 
after prodigious chewing. 

Apri] drew toward its close, and spring smote the 
land. The days stretched out their length. Under 
the heat of the sun the snow began to melt, while 
fromm down under the snow arose the trickling of 
tiny streams. For twenty-four hours the chinook 
wind blew. and in that twenty-four hours the snow 
was diminished fully a foot in depth. In the late af- 
ternoons the melting snow froze again, so tnat its 
surface became ice capable of supporting a wan’s 
weight. Tiny white snow birds appeared from the 
South, lingered a day. and resumed thefr journey into 
the North. Once, high in the air, looking for open 
water and ahead of the season, a wedged squad- 
ron of wild geese honked northward. And down by 
river bank’ a clump of dwarf willows burst 
bud. These voung buds, stewed, seemed to 
possess an encouraging nutrition. Elijah took 
heart of hope, though be wus cast down again when 
Daylight failed ‘to find another clump of willows. 

The sap was rising in the trees and daiiy the trickle 
of unseen streamlets became louder as the frozen 
land came back to life. But the river held in its 
bonds of frost. Winter had been long months in 
tiveting them, and not in a day were they to be 
broken, not even by the thunderbolt of spring. May 
caine and stray last year’s mosquitoes, full grown 
but harmless, crawled out of rock crevices and rot- 
ten logs.

‘Two thousand miles away 
it flowed into Behring Sea, and it was the ice con- 
ditions of Behring Sea that would determine when 
the Yukon could rid itself of the millions of tons of 
ice that cluttered its breast. 

On the twelfth of May, carrying their sleeping 
robes, a pail, an axe and the precious rifle, the two 
men started down the river on ithe ice. Their plan 
was to gain to the cachéd poling boat they had seen, 
so that at the first open watersthey could launch it 
and drift with the siream to Sixty Mile. In their 
weak condition, without food. the going was siow 
and difficult. Elijah developed a habit of falling 
down and being unable to rise. Daylight gave of 
his own strength to lift Lim to his feet, whereupon 
the older ian would stagger automatically on until 
he stumbled and fell again. 

On the day they should have reached the boat 
‘Nlijab collapsed utterly. When Daylight ralsed him 
he fell again. Daylight essayed to walk with him, 
supporting him, but such was Daylight’s own weak- 
ness that they fell together.

Light as the task would have been for a strong man 
to lower the small boat to the ground. it took Daylight 
hours. And many hours more. day by day, he dragged 
himself around it, lying on his side to caulk the gaping 
seams with moss. Yet when this was done the river 
still held. Its ice bad risen many feet. but would nof 
start down stream. And one more task waited—the 
launching of the boat when the river rau water to re- 
ceive it. Vainly Davlight staggered and stumbled and 
fell and crent through the snow that was wet with 
thaw. or across it when the night’s frost still crusted 
it bevond the weight of a man. searching for one more 
squirrel, striving to achieve one more transmutation 
of furrv leap and scolding chatter into the lifts and 
tugs of a man’s bodv that would hoist the boat orer 
the rim of shore@ ice and slide it down into the stream. 

Not till the twentieth of Mav did the river break. 
The down stream movement began at five in the morn- 
ing and already were the days so long that Daylight 
sat up and watched the fice run.

Thourh vaguelr 
conscious. he lay without movement while the ice tore 
by. great cakes of it caroming against the bank. up 
rooting trees and gouging out earth by hundreds of 
tons Al! about them the land shook and reeled from 
the shock of these tremendons collisions. At the end 
of an hour the run stopped Somewhere below it was 
blocked by a jam. Then the river began to rise, 
lifting the ice on its breast till it was higher than the 
bank.

The pressures and stresses became 
terrific. Huge cakes of ice were squeezed out till they 
popped into the air like melon seeds squeezed from 
between the thumb and forefinger of a child. while all 
along the banks a wall of ice was forced up.

The 
river fell rapidly But the wall of ice on top of the 
bank and extending down into the falling water re- 
mained 

The tail of the fce run passed. and for the first 
time in six months Daylight suw open water. He 
knew that the ice had not yet passed out from the 
upper reaches of the Stewart. that it lay in packs and 
jams in those upper reaches, and that it might break 
loose and come down in a second run any time: but 
the need was toa desperate for him to linger.

‘This was ua 
score of feet away, and at the end of an hour he had 
managed to get the bout that far. He was sick with 
nausea from his exertions and at times it seemed that 
blindness smote him, for he could not see, his eyes 
vexed with spots and points of light that were as ex- 
cruciating as diamond dust; his heart peunding up in 
his throat and suffocating him.

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Ought Women Be Sent toJail fi 


Certainly Not— Nothing Immoral in 
Beatiné the Tariff, We Had No Votce 
in Making the Law, Politics May 
Abolish It To-Morrow, Says the Bulk 
of American Womanhood 


Menges Hill, the 

First American 
Woman to Go to 
Jail for Smuggling 


INETY per cent 
N of all the smug- 
gling done in this 
country is by women. 
This is a matter of record. 

At least ninety per cent. 
of the women of America 
do not believe that it is wrong 
to smuggle. This proportion is 
suggested not only by the ratio 
of women to men caught evading 
the tariff, but has also become a 
matter of record through investiga- 
tions recently made by civic organ}. 
zations. Replies t6 the direct ques- 
tion, “Do you think it wrong to 
smuggie?”’ showed a ratio of nine 
negatives to one affirmative for 
every ten women who answered. 

These are significant facts, and In 
a matter involving a charge of moral 
obliquity and the serving of a term 
in jail, with its brand of felon upon 
the woman caught, has led to a seri- 
ous inquiry into the causes of this 
women’s rebellion against the tariff 
laws. 

. Whether a woman ought to be sent 
to jail for smuggling is, of course, 
the focal point of the investigation. 
The point of view of enough intelli- 
gent women has been learned to 
show that womanhood is almost 
unanimously of the opinion that she 
should not be. 

Crystallization of this feeling and 
a movement to exempt women smug- 
giers from prison have gone hand in 
hand with the sentencing of Mrs. 
Roberta Menges Corwin Hill, a New 
York girl with a picturesque record, 
to a term of sixty hours in the 
Tombs prison because she smuggled 
into this.country last month a’ seal- 
skin coat. Mrs. Hill was also fined 
$2,000. 3 

Mrs. Hill went. to. jail protesting 
that she was the victim of a “man- 
made law” in which she had no 
voice, that she had committed no 
crime for which her conscience re- 
proached her, and that she was a 
martyr to a political “exigency” en- 

for the benefit of .trusts and 
moneyed interests. The first. woman 


-. to be sentenced to jail in the United 


‘ States for smuggling felt that she 
was the scapegoat for those who had 
_gone before and a “bogey” raised by 
the revenue officials to frighten into 
complaisance with the tariff law 
other women planning to evade that 
law. What she felt is felt by 90 per 
cent of the women of the country.

That the population of the United 
States has more women than men; 
that this majority of citizens is 
against a tariff law which increases 
the cost of both their luxuries and 
necessities; that it not only had no 
voice in the making of the obnox- 
ious law, but has no power to repeal 
or modify it; that if women could 
vote there would surely be no tariff. 

There is, then, a body of citizens 
against the tariff law greater than 
those for it, deprived of all action 
upon it and yet bound by its pro 
visions. Feminine logic insista that 
this being so, it is unjust for them 
to be so bound. But to break the law 
is to go to jail. And this they say is 
ijJlogical entirely. Other reasons are 
discussed on this page by Mrs. Har- 
riett M. Johnston, Wood, a lawyer 
and clubwoman who is at the head 
of the campaign to abolish the prison 
penalty. 

The sentencing of Mrs. Hill was 
preceded by a number of smuggling 
cases in which some of the best 
known men and women of America 
were involved. The case immediate- 
ly before here was that of Mengo L. 
Morgenthau, a millionaire candy 
manufacturer, who pleaded guilty to 
evading the tariff upon some $10,000 
worth of jewelry and was fined 
$5,000. , 

“The next person convicted of 
smuggling will go to fall,” an- 
nounced Judge Hand, of the United 
States District Court, when he im- 
posed the fine. Mrs. Hill was the 
next — caught. She had hidden 
a sable coat under an old wrap she 


a in the main were tariff protec- 


in October, and he insisted upon it 
being carried out. Judge Martin was 
in a quandary. A dozen millionaires 
and wives, of millionaires had been 
convicted of the same crime within 
the past year and had escaped with 
fines. In two years William Loeb, 
Jr., ae Collector of the Port, had 
taken in $3,000,000 in fines and pen- 
alties, as against $750,000 for all the 
fifteen years preceding his incum- 
bency. The example of a prison sen- 
tence would certainly decrease in the 
future such revenues, and, besides, 
this culprit was a woman, and not a 
rich one. He conferred with his col- 
leagues and decided that there was 
rio alternative but jail. : 

For two and a half days Mrs. Hill 
was in the Tombs, treated just as 
thieves, forgers, murderers and 
other breakers of moral laws were, 
and all—‘because I didn’t obey a4 
law in which I had no voice, that 
may not be a-law to-morrow and is 
not a law to-day on a thousand 
boundaries about the world,” says 
Mrs. Hill. : 

Heretofore the customs officials 
have recognized two classes of smug- 
glers—those who, like Mrs. Hill, at- 
tempt to evade the duty by bringing 
into the country some article for 
their personal use, and those who 
attempt to bring in articles for the 
general course of their business. It 
is curious that the majority of the 
former class detected have been 
either wives of rich tariff adherents 
or the tariff men themselves. The 
frequency: with which the Republl- 
can families appeared led one Judge 
to remark that “apparently smug-

There was Mrs. Fremont Chese- 
brough, the wife of a multi-million- 
aire stedmship owner and lumber 
dealer of Newton, Mass. Mrs. Chese- 
brough had ae specially designed 
trunk made in Paris. It had a false 
bottom. Under the false bottom the 
customs officials found $2,500 worta 
of furs and other articles not de- 
clared: . Mrs. Chesebrough said she 
had only: had the bottom put in for 
use aS an ironing board. She had 
forgotten to declare the goods under 
it. There' was also question of a 
$30,000 necklace Mrs. Cheseborough 
had sent to Canada, and which the 
customs inspectors suspected was 
later to appear with duty unpaid in 
the United States. The customs 
officials wanted Mrs. Chesebrough 
to be sentenced to prison after she 
was convicted of smuggling before 
the United States Circuit Court at 
Trenton, N. J. 

She escaped by paying $39,000 
penalties for jewels and furs. Mr. 
Chesebrough believes in a high tar- 
iff on lumber, but he said it was an 
outrage. He paid the fines, however. 

Afterward Mrs. I. R. Adriance, of 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., wife of one of 
the most prominent men of that city, 
brought in $14,000 worth of jewelry 
concealed in the lining of her hat. 
This cost Mrs. Adriance $17,068.35. 
Mr. Adriance is a manufacturer of 
harvesting machines, on which there 
is a high tariff. 

Then came the cases of Hiram R. 
Lyon, a wealthy banker of Minne- 
apolis, Minn. and his wife, Mr. 
Lyon neglected to declare. pearl 
necklaces appraised at $3,800, and 


his wife had a diamond brooch worth 
$500. They were fined. 

These, however, are only a few 
cases out.of scores in which women 
and men of intelligence and soctal! 
standing deliberately broke a law 
of their country. 

None of these women would steal 
or commit any of the crimes which 
all the world believes to be real 
crimes. What are their reasons for 
not considering smuggling a crime? 
As to the state of their feeling, a 
little story told by a _ well-known 
American artist is illuminative. 

“There isn’t the faintest doubt 
that most women look upon Collector 
Loeb and his minions as ordinary 
policemen, hired by the woolen 
firms, the silk and lace firms, the 


jewelry combinations, the fur houses Who Thinks 


and so on to persecute them,” he 
sald. “I was in the studio of an. 
other artist not long ago when he 
was entertaining a number of so 
ciety women. He had just finished 
a portrait of Mr. Loeb. He drew the 
covering aside and showed it to his 
guests. At once the women wanted 
to stick pins in it, cut it—they even 
spat at it. They wanted to know 
why he even painted such a person! 

“Professor Munsterberg has said 
some women smuggle because they 
cannot personify Uncle Sam as a 
real person from whom they are 
stealing. The learned professor 
would have admitted how wrong he 
was could he have seen how thor 
oughly they personified in Loeb all 
the inconveniences and humiliations 
of the tariff.” 

Here follows the woman’s point of 
view as interpreted by Mrs. Wood. 


‘‘No Jailfor Women Smugglers’ 


BY MRS. H. M. JOHNSTON WOOD, LL. B., of the New York State 
Woman’s Suffrage Association. 


O woman ought to be sent 

N to jail for smuggling. No 

woman should. ever be pun- 

- ished for violating a law in the mak- 
ing of which she had no voice. 

No woman has ever been asked 
by lawmakers whether she even fa- 
vored a high or low tariff. But she 
has to pay the duty just the same. 
She has to pay unnecessarily high 
prices because of a law made by 


men only for the benefit of men. 
The money is gouged out of her un- 
der protest and without any repre- 
sentation in the bodies that make 
and enforce the law. 

In 1773 our forefathers refused to 
pay duty because they were not 
properly represented. To-day a 
woman does the same thing and she 
is branded as a criminal and sent to 
jail. Upon what is our government 
based if not upon the consent of the 
governed? Then why shone women, 
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who are in a majority in this coun- 
try, be bound by a law to which they 
have not given consent? 

Y will not steal. I will not murder. 
I will not do immoral things or 
things that aurt any one, because I 
know all these things are wrong, and 
not because the Penal Code forbids 
them. For, like the tariff law, I had 
nothing to say in the making of the 
Penal Code. But these things I 
know to be wrong. 

There is nothing immoral about 
smuggling; it is only wrong because 
a “man-made” law says it is. 


Many women argue in Jjustifica- 
tion that the tariff is a purely 
business proposition. Duties are 
placed on certain goods so*that rich 
firms in this country that deal in 
these goods can sel] them for higher 
prices. Curiously enough, the duties 
are all highest upon the very things 
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“‘She looks upon Collector Loeb 
and his minions as only a lot 
of policemen hired by the 
Trusts to persecute and 
rob her.’’ 


women, and usually only women, 
want. But even among the men there 
is a conflict of ideas upon whether 
there should be a tariff law. 

What is a law to-day may not be 
a law to-morrow. What we go to jail 
for to-day may be an entirely “legal” 
thing to do to-morrow. How can 8 
woman feel any respect for such @ 
law? 

Again, this law is dependent upos 
politics. If i1e Democrats gain con- 


trol and lower or destroy the tariff 
there is no crime in “smuggling,” 
for a woman can bring in what she 
pleases. But a murder is always & 
murder, a theft always a theft, im. 
morality always immorality. How, 
then, can smugggling be “immoral” 
to-day and legitimate to-morrow? 

In dozens of countries there is ne 
tariff law, and what is called “smug- 
gling’’ here is entirely legitimate 
there. But fn these countries murder 
is always murder, theft always 
theft. 

Breaking the tariff law, then, is 
not an act of immorality of any kind. 
It is not in the Ten Commandments 
—and the world could do very well 
without any other laws—nor Is it In 
the actual list of crimés the long ex- 
perience of mankind has evolved. 

Men made the law. There would 
be reason, then, in sending to prison 
the man who breaks the law he 
made. But not women, who did not 
make the law, do not want the law, 
have no power to change it and yet 
are governed by it. 

The Republican party created and 
holds the high tariff law. The Dem- 
ocratic party as a whole is agaluest 
it. It has been suggested that if the 
wife of a Republican is caught smug- 
gling her husband should serve the 
jail sentence. This is reasonable be- 
cause his wife is his servant, his 
chattel, and under the law a master 
is responsible to a degree for the 
actions of his servants or chattels. 
It wotild seem then that the Repub 
lican husband should be punished 
for the smuggling of his wife. 

But if the wife of a Democrat Is 
caught smuggling there is a differ- 
ence. The husband presumably has 
voted against, the tariff. Still, he has 
had a voice/..p0n the law. In this 
case there ld be no question of 
jail at all, but a fine, borne by the 
husband, might be legitimate. In no 
case should the wife go to prison. 

Every time a woman payr duty 
she does herself an injustice ». #up- 
porting a government which un- 
just to her. 

It is imprudent for a woman to 
smuggle, because she may get 
caught, and imprisonment is incon 
venient; but there is nothing wrong 
in it. 

If I could invent a method by 
which women might evade the cus 
toms with impunity I should have 
no conscientious scruple against 
making it known and advocating its 
employment, were. it not for the 
fact that as a lawyer I have sworn 
to uphold the law. As a woman.only 
I woul’ say to every Tea 
ahead! Smuggle all you 1S;

Most American business girls have 
the intelligence and the inclination 
to make the most of themselves, 
their health and good looks. What 
they lack is the opportunity. That is 
what they have told me, and Will 
tell me. Now I propose to show you 
the opportunity. You know a wise 
man said that if you haven’t oppor- 
tunities you must make them. That 
applies to you. You say you must be 
at your office at eight and you can- 
not leave until five or’ six, except 
for the luncheon hour. Those are 
what you girls properly call “long 
hours,” but the sftuation is not hope- 
less. No situation ever was, short 
of death, 

Decide that you have a trio of 
needs that in some way you must 
contrive to supply. These are fresh 
air, exercise and nourishing diet. 

First as to the fresh air. You are 
liable to be surrounded by persons 
who, because they are much older 
than yourself or because they are 
aenemic, have the fresh air phobia. 
This difference of the recognition of 
the need of fresin air is one of the 
daily trials of persons occupying an 
office in which there are many per- 
sons. In such case use as much tact 
as possible, but be sure to secure the 
fresh air. If it becomes necessary 
open a window and, standing before 
it, deeply inhale and exhale for sev- 
eral minutes several times a day. 
When your head Legins to ache, your 
nerves become unsteady, your mood 
irritable, consult Dr. Fresh Air and 
let him prescribe for you. A five 
minute treatment from him will 
counteract, for the time at least, the 
vitiating effect of che tainted air 
you have been rebreathing. 

But even while sitting in your 
chair at your desk there are exer- 
cises which you can take in your 
rest periods of five minutes or less, 
or more, that will be of great value 
to you. 

The continual sitter is likely to 
suffer from a lazy liver. The liver 
is one cf the laziest organs in the 
body and needs to be whipped to its 
work. Sitting in your chair you can 
take this exercise which stirs the 
indolent organ to action. It can best 
be described as an _ exaggerated 
shrugging of the shoulders Sitting 
quite erect, shrug the shoulders by a 
slow, twisting motion, that stirs all 
the muscles in the back to action. 

To pump air into lungs that have 
grown nearly shallow and nearly 
empty the shrug ts also useful, but 
this shrug should be alighter and 
should be abrupt. At the same time 
inhale and exhale quickly. 

To expand the chest lean far back 
in the chair and let the elbows rest 
tightly against the back of the chair. 
In this posture breathe deeply, count- 
ing four while you draw in the air, 
four while holding it and four while 
exhaling. With practice the number 
of counts may be increased to ten, 
but don’t attempt this at first. Deep 
breathing makes the unaccustomed 
dizzy oat 

The circulation is liable to become 
sluggish after one has sat nearly 
still for hours. To counteract this 
and to make the limbs supple sit 
straight in the chuir and slowly raise 
the leg to the level of the chair seat. 
Drop it slowly to the floor and re 
peat the exercise a half dozen times 
with the same limb, then with the 
other, and alternate. 

For rest for one who is weary from 
close sitting, and an exercise in 
grace, make use of the door frame. 
If you are tall enough try to reach 
the upper cross-beam of the door 
with the tips of your fingers. If 
you are not tall enough rise on your 
tiptoes and try to reach it. This 
stretching exercise is one of the 
most valuable for rest and to give 
the body balance 

Stand facing the closed door and, 
pressing close against it, stretch 
the arm. straight out at the sides. 
Drop them and slowly raise them, 
breathing deeply and slowly the 
while. This, too, is a rest exercise,

Make your spine do its work of 
supporting the weight of the upper 
part of the body.

Chew your food 
well. Meat once a day is enough.

Learn to eat 
stewed and very slightly sweetened 
fruits. In time a clear complexion 
and a symmetical figure will be your 
reward.

The Railway to Mecca. 

All of these roads are cOmparative- 
ly new, and some are still building. 
The Mecea iime now runs as far south 
as Medina, where Mohanimed came af- 
ter his flilght from Mecca, and where 
his tomb !s. Medina has something 
like forty thousand people and it is 
one of the most fanatical of the Mos- 
lem centers. It wil] be the chief stop- 
Ping place on the way to Mecca. 

Mecea ilies about two hundred and 
fifty miles still farther south and the 
track is being laid toward that point. 
There are two Christian civil engi- 
neers in th surveying party, 
people are so intolerant that the en- 
gmimeers are kept hidden the greater 
part of the time and do their work 
inside the tents. They are not allow- 
ed to spy out the land, to see or be 
seen. 

The Bedouins are now causing the 
eontractors considerable trouble. The 
road wil) take a large part of the 
pilgrimage traffic, and this, it has 
been estimated, is worth to Arabia 
scmething like ten million dollars a 
year. Much of the money goes to the 
Owners of the camels and the leaders 
of the caravans.

Demascus and Mecca railways wil!

As it is now, with nothing but camels 
te carry them, it is estimated that 
something like four hundred thousand 
go there every year, and it is believed 
that the railway will increase 
traffic from 50 to 100 per cent. Chris- 
tians and other unbelievers will not 
be carried to the holy cities, although 
they may make tours to Petra and 
Other parts of Arabia.

Certain of the carriages will be fitted 
Wp as mosques, so that the travelers 
may perform their devotions during 
the journey. The praying carriages 
will be luxuriously furnished, The 
floédrs will be covered with Persian 
carpets and around the sides will be 
painted verses from the Koran in lIet- 
ters of gold. A chart will indicate 
the direction of Mecca, so that one can 
always turn his head the right way 
when he prays, and there wil] also be 
a minaret on the top of the car, six 
and a half feet high. These cars, I am 
told, are being built at Constantinople. 

The Mecca road is a narrow-gauge, 
with French rolling stock. The materi- 
al has been imported from Europe, the 
ties being of iron to withstand the 
white ants, which eat anything wooden. 
One of the great difficulties of con- 
struction has been the lack of water. 
The road goes for long stretches 
through the desert, and many of the 
trains carry tanks to supply the en- 
gine.

The Opening Up ef the Turkish 

Empire, 

The importance of these raijway 
schemes can not be overestimated. The 
new government has planned the de- 
velopment of Asiatic Turkey, a coun- 
try which is ten times as big as New 
England and as well populated as Min- 
nescta In addition to the projects 
above mentioned is the Chester rail- 
way concession, which has been grant- 
ed to Admiral Chester, a retired offi- 
cer of our navy, and which now only 
awaits the ratification of parliament. 
This involves the builiing of 1,500 
miles of new lines covering the richest 
parts of Armenia, Kurdistan and Mo- 
sul, and embracing the upper portions 
of Mesopotamia. The road will begin 
at the Mediterranean and will run 
across Asia Minor to Persia, with 
numerous branches. It includes also 


the development of the country 
through which it goes and thé opening 
up of a rich mineral region. 

As to the resources to be developed 
by these new roads they are beyond 
description enormous. They include 
the coal flelds of the Black sea, and 
mineral lands which have not yet been 
prospected. Asia Minor is rich agri- 
culturally. The plains of Mesopotamia 
will raise anything that can be grown 
in Egypt. and the new irrigation 
schemes will make them as productive 
as they were when Nebuchadnezzar 
wes reigning at Babylon. Im ancient 
times that oountry had a population 
of over 6,000,000. It has not one-fourth 
as many today. I am told that cotton 
will grow not only there but aiso 
throughout Asia Minor, and it may be 
that one of the chief competitors of 
our southern plantations will eventu- 
ally be found in this now aimost waste

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BY KING GEORGE’S ORATORY 
ENGLISHMEN ARE CHARMED 


London, February 25—King George's 
speech from the throne, with which 


he has just opened his first pariia-, 


ment, placed him on the level of his 
late father in the forefront of public 
speakers itn England. The present 
king followed his predecessor's exX- 
ample in rewriting from beginning to 
end the draft of the speech handed 
to him by the prime minister and, 
while retaining the sentiments and 
fecommendations of the original, 
clothed it in the telling and gracious 
phraseology that has long marked him 
as an accomplished orator. 

Lorg Rosebery, wno ts recognized 68 
one of the greatest speakers of the 
present day, once deciareg that to 
prepare the speeches of an English 
king, ranging as they do from art to 
agriculture, and from chemistry to 
cattle breeding, one would require the 
eloquence of a Demosthenes and the 
varied erudition of an encycbopaedia. 
This raises the interesting question 
of how King George’s speeches are 
prepared. 

It may be saig in a genera] way that 
in the majority of cases the words cf 
his speeches are his own, but he has 
neither the knowledge nor the time to 
gather hig facts himself. In a Case 
such as the opening of a public build- 
ing, the facts of its history, the men 
connected with its building, its work 
and so on, are prepared Dy a commit- 
tee and set down in the form of a 
speech covering not more than a quar- 
ter of an hour. Typewrittén copies are 
then submitted to one of his majesty’a 
private secretaries, who makes some 
suggestions for alterations ang returns 
them to the committee. The revised 
speech then is submitted to the king, 
who often rewrites it to suit his taste 
Then it is returned again to the com- 
mittee and by them sent to the print- 
In its final form it appears 
printed in purple letters on vellum 
and it is customary for the king t 
present it to the institution after th: 
opening ceremony. 

Lord Rosebery regarded the lates 
king as one of the _ best-informed 
speakers in England. 

“King Edward's happiest efforts,” 
he said, recently, “‘were those which 
were quite innocent of any prepara- 
tion. In grace and simplicity of lan- 
guage, delicacy of humor and dignity 
of utterance, the late king's impromptu 
speaking might well have challenged 
comparison with that of any after- 
dinner speaker I have ever heard.” 

Many regard King George as an even 
better public speaker than his father 
He hag had a long and excellent train- 
ing, and evidently set out years &@g0 to 


make himself a master of the art of ' 


expression. There was a time when he 
thought it necessary to learn hit 
speeches by heart. Of late years, how. 
ever. he has contented himself with 
mastering only the facts and figure: 
of his subject. and has trusted to th: 
inspiration of the moment for his ex 
act language. Of course, that woulr 
not be true of an occasion such a: 
the opening of parliament, when the 
kinge’s speech is not his own excep 
in the phrasing, the sentiments anc 
the declarations being the govern- 
ment's.

SOON TO BE REBUILT 


D TOWN | 


Coleraine (cold rain) ig situated 45 
giles above St. Marys on the St. Ma- 
rys river. For 5% miles the lands of 
this town have a river front and ex- 
tend within 1 mile of the Satilla river. 

Coleraine was settled soon after the 
Revolutionary war by the Creek In- 
dians. It was a great rendezvous for 
the children of the forests. A number 
of trails led to this place, and here 
it was that the Indian plans of war- 
fare were made. Coleraine is espe- 
cially noted for the “Treaty of Peace 
and Friendship,” made on June 29, 
1796, between the president of the 


and warriors oi the Creek nation of 
Indians. The treaty was ratified on 
March 18, 1797. The commissioners on 
the part of the United States were 
Benjamin Hawkins, George Clymer and 
Andrew Pickens. While Mitchell was 
governor it was necessary to quell sev- 
eral uprisings made by the Creekg at 
Coleraine. On the borders of this old 
town Fort Henderson, a poorly-con- 
structed fortification, is situated. 
This part of Georgia had splendid 
farm lands that were claimed by the 
early Socialists of America, and each 
year found their public granary full 
of fine produce. The hunting grounds 
extend deep into the forests of the 
Okeefenokee swamp that lies close by. 
This section abounds in game, wild 


eventg that transpired when our state 
Was primeval and the hills echoed the 
voices of the aborignes of America re- 
main untold. Silence now pervades 
the village of Coleraine, and her in- 
habitants no longer prowl the forests 
in the pride of their independence, nor 
smoke the pipe of peace in the public 
assemblies of chiefa and numerous 
tribes of red men.

It is the purpose of the present owners 
to rebuild the town at Coleraine Land- 
ing. This is one of the most beautiful 
sites for a town along the river front. 
The lands gradually rise from the river 
to a height of 64 feet, sloping gently 
into an elevated plateau. In looking 
over the old land grants the first ones 
are found to be from the state of Geor- 
gia to James Anmstrong, dated Decem- 
ber, 1786, giving him 2,800 acres, and 
to James Seagraves 2,000 acres. The 
other former owners of the historic 
lands of Coleraine were Noble H. Har- 
dee, Stephen MoCall and Sylvanous 
Hitch, 8r., who owned these lands un-

Each girl must 
pay 48 cents a week for her course 
and they are allowed to eat what is 
cooked at school. The hours are from 
8a.m.to65p.m. The outfit is what is 
called hte traveling cooking school 
outfit. Every article, including the 
cook stove, benches on which the 
vegetables are prepared, a cupboard for 
china and other necessities, are port- 
able, the government supplying every- 
thing except the materials.

CITY FEDERATION 
OF BAINBRIDGE CLUBS 


The City Federation of Bainbridge 
Clubs owes its existence to the State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

In 1908, at the sate convention 
Valdosta, the Bainbridge Woman's 
Club had two delegates. They came 
home so enthused with what they had 
learned of the power for good in or- 
ganized effort, and so convinced that 
the stronger the organization § the 
greater this power—and these dele- 
gates so enthused and so convinced us 
—that we club women of Bainbridge 
decided that we must have a federa- 
tion of our cwn, and so we federated. 

Like the City Federation of Atlanta, 
its object is to bring into communica- 
tion with one another the various clubs 
throughout the city; to compare meth- 
ods of work and become mutually help- 
ful, and through federation grow to be 
a unit of power in all humanitarian 
work, 

The six federating clubs are the 
King’s Daughters, the Civic Improve- 
ment Club, the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, the United Daugh-

trustees of the public library and the 
Woman's Club—assoclations already 
doing their individual work for char- 
ity, cleanliness, health, beauty, moral- 
ity and education. 

The City Federation has undertaken 
and carried out plans too big for any 
one of these clubs individually to at- 
tempt. 

It has secured and furnished club 
rooms; has fitted up and is matintain- 
ing &@ fest room for the comfort of out- 
of-town women and children; through 
committee has organized a branch of 
the Council of Mothers, and has se- 
oured an appropriation of $25 a month 
from the city council for the library. 

Besides the regular monthly dues 
of $18 paid by the olubs, the federa- 
tion has raised more than $450 through 
appeals to the business men, by a mov- 
ing picture week, by a local excursion 
and, last, but not least, by the ubiqui- 
tous bazar. 

As far as able, it has aided in the 
state federation work for better child 
fabor laws for extension teaching for 
women, and for the Tallulah Falls 
school. 

What we have accomplished during 
our nineteen months of federation, 
spurs us on to greater effort—for the 
more we do, the more our eyes are 
opened to perceive the great undone. 

We are now concentrating our ener- 
gies on agitation for the establishment 
of the city board of health, because— 

We want clean milk for the babies. 

We want medical inspection for the 
school children. 

We want strict regulation in con- 
tagious diseases for the sick and ex- 
posed. 

. We want better sanitation, fewer 
flies, fewer mosquitoes, less sickness 
for everybody. 

Our health committee is preparing a 
petition to be signed by the oitizens 
and presemted to the council, asking 
for a oity board of health, and we hope 
that by the convention of 1911 we can 
report to you that it has been estab- 
lished through the efforts of our City 
Federation of Bainbridge Clubs.

IN NORTH SUITABLY MARKED 


| The R. B. Lee Chapter, Daughters 
of the Confederacy, of El Paso, Texas, 
has recently passed resolutions calling 
attention to the failure of those in 
charge to properly carry into effect an 
act of congress of March 9, 1906, pro- 
viding. for the proper protection and 
marking of graves of confederate sol- 
Giers dying in northern prisons. 
These graves are located in northern 
cemeteries (1,600 at Alton, Ill, where 
there has been found a railroad pass- 
ing through burial grounds), and after 
noting in detail the failure of the com- 
missioner in charge of this work un- 
der the act to carry out the spirit of 
the law, the R. E. Lee chapter, in the 
resolutions referred to, prays that con- 
gress Go not enact any further legis- 
lation regarding the marking of e¢on- 


federate graves in northern cemeteries 
until the extent and manner of the 
work of the office of commissioner is 
fully inquired into and reported to the 
senate committee on military affairs. 

The resolutions are timely, and re- 
late to a matter that is close to the 
hearts of all Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy. 

Under the original act tn 1906 $200,- 
000 was appropriated for the ereoc- 
tion of individual headstones of white 
marble with correct inscription simi- 
lar to those erected over the confed- 
erate dead in Arlington cemetery. It is 
sincerely hoped that our representa- 
tives in congress will deal with this 
matter in such a way as will perma- 
nently secure and protect the resting 
place of our valorous soldiers.

The intermediate stage is sometimes 
unprofitable, the rentals from the 
property barely paying fixed charges.

Well, there are people in 
Atlanta worth from $200,000 to $1,000,- 
000 who made it buying just that kind 
of rea] estate. They simply took ad- 
vantage of a natural law of enhance- 
ment, and planted dimes. which grew 
into dollars. In this pleasant agricul- 
tural] pursuit they thrived and pros- 
pered right along in accord with the 
growth of Atlanta. Real estate car- 
ried along in unprofitableness for a 
few seasons blossomed out as full- 
grown renting property where the 
electric signs burn all night 


We have no argument to make with 
the pessimist who concedes that At- 
lanta has finished growing and will 
not need any more business quarters.

INSANE. PATIENT: 


Attendant at Matteawan 
Asylum Is Ar- 
rested. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., February 25.— 
Daniel fuuey, an attendant at the 
Matteawan asylum for the criminal in- 
sane, was arrested here tonight 
charged with manslaughter in the first 
degree in connection with the death 
of John Nugent, a patient at the in- 
stitution. 

Nugent died on February 3 and 
charges that he had Deen subjected to 
violence resulted in his body being dis- 
interred. 

According to George Galbreath, also 
an attendant at the hospital, Nugent 
Was brutally treated by Riley two 
days before his death. He swore that 
Nugent ‘had been brought under sub- 
mission by winding a pillow case 
about his neck, after which he was 
thrown on a bed and Kneed. The term 


‘“kneed,” he explained, consisted of an 
attendant piacing his Knees on the 
stomach of the patient and moving 
them to and fro in a violent manner. 
The charges that Nugent died as a 
result of violence have attracted con- 
siderable public attention. Besides the 
courts, the state legislature and Gov- 
ernor Dix ordered investigations. 


Thaw Writes to Governor Dix. 

New York, February 25.—There will 
be printed in New York tomorrow a 
long letter to Governor Dix from Harry 
K. Thaw, an inmate of the Matteawan 
asylum. As he has done before, Thaw 
complains of conditions and of the ad- 
ministration at Matteawan, and re- 
ferring to the patient Nugent’s death, 
says. among other things: 

“He lingered for three days with no

UF STATE JUDGES 


ToNullify Laws Opposed 
to United States. 


Justice Declares It Is Duty of 
State Judges to Upset State 
Laws Which Conflict With 
Federal Constitution --- South 
No Longer Isolated. 


Norfolk, Va., February 25.—‘It Is ne 
less the duty of a state court than of 
United States courts to refute a state 
law which conflicts with the constitu- 
tion of the United States. State judges 
are sworn to support the constitution 
of the [United States as well as the 
constitution of the state whose come- 
missions they hold,” declared Justice 
Lurton, of the supreme court of the 
United States, in speaking here tonight 
at a dinner tendered by the Pewter 
Platter Club, of Norfolk, in honor of 
the “judiciary.” 

Lurton on Slavery. 

Justice Lurton, referring to slavery 
as the “source of the power as well as 
the weakness” of the south in time 
past, declared as a southerner that 
slavery disappeared, and with it 
has vanished every special reason for 
jealousy of the powers of the union 
and its courts. 

“With it has gone,” said he, “that 
sense that we, as a section of the union 
are to limit our interest and affections 
by the borders of our states. Our 
horizon has broadened as we get away 
from the old isolation. There has come 
with it a genuine recognition that the 
government of the union is our goy- 
ernment and a prime object of our 
pride and affection. 

“Thank God for the opportunity for 
that spontaneous outburst of old-time 
patriotism, which in 1898 flamed out 
from every hamlet in. Dixie’s land.” 

Other speakers at tonight’s dinner 
were Attorney General Wickersham, 
Judge Keith, president of the supreme 
court of Virginia; United States Cir- 
cuit Judge Jeter C. Pritchard. Alfred 
P. Thom and William M. Bunn, presi- 
dent of the Clover Club, of Philadel- 
phia. 

Virginia’s Svous and the Nation. 
feature of the evening Oc- 
speech of Mr. Wick- 
ersham, when latter, referring to 
Virginia’s failure in recent years to

So Says Former Justice 


Lorin Collins. 


He Declares Taft Has Usurped 
Functions of Congress and 
Rules in Canal Under a Des- 
potism as Absolute as That 
of Russia. 


February 25.—Lorin Cc, 
until two months ago, justice 
supreme court of Panama, to- 
night declared the president of the 
United States has usurped the fune- 
tions of the legislative branch of the 
government at Panama.and now rules 
there under a despotism as absolute 
as that of Russia. Former Justice 
Collins spoke before 500 Chicago law-« 
yers at a banquet, and reviewed the 
history of American rule in the canal 
zone during his six years as justice. 
Taft's Word, Not the Law. 

“The president’s word, not the law,” 
he said, “governs all and everything. 
The result is that there has been built 
up under the American flag a 0obue 
reacracy which controls everything 
under the sun, and against whieh even 
the courts are powerless. 

“After the canal commission was an- 
nounced in 1904 President Roesevelt 
decided he could change the laws es- 
tablished by the commission, and then 
began the issuance of executive orderg 
which were, in fact, new laws super- 
seding the lawful authority governing 
the zone. Secretary of War Taft also 
took part in the issuance of these or- 
ders. 

“The office of governor of the sone 
was wiped out by President Roosevelt. 
Five municipalities, 
dermen and taxing bodies, were wiped 
out by executive orders, and in their 
places was established the brueau of 
civil administration. The courts were 
not

“All semblance of government such 
as the people of the United States 
know, was absolutely abolished. Those 
conditions remain today. By subse- 
quent executive orders from Washing- 
ton, much

ed out of congress and into the hands 
of the president and the secsetary of 
war, making the canal zone a virtual 
satrap of the president, in which his 
despotism is very complete.

San Antonio, Texas,

ig the cowboy. He is here today in 
certain sections of the state, but he is 
a modified form of the real thing 
he was met a half century ago. 
the old-time cowboy was a ventleman 
with a rough exterior ana a_ kind 
heart, he was not, as a rule, on friend- 
tly terms with the polish of education. 
| He knew the “square deal” long ‘before 
{Theodore Roosevelt thought of 
it as a slogan. He was not versed in 
‘law, but he knew exact justice wher- 
lover he met it, and sometimes someone 
had to dangle at the end of a rope in 
to enfarce justice as it 
sented itself where less heroic mcas- 
ures were in wogue. . 

This old rough rider of the ranch, is 
}gray now, and is not ‘altogether 
pleased when he sees the old range 
over which he once rode reckless -and 
at a devil-may-care’ speed, broken up 
‘and instead of the lank-hammed steer 
lund the goat that could perform al- 
i most any kind of acrobatie stunts, giv- 
ing away to the plew and all those 
things which indicate twentieth cen- 
tury progress. We delights to tell of 
rough experiences, and would not ex- 
change one day about the branding 
fire at a round-up for one_ hundred 
years of modern luxury and life as it 
'is played on the soft pedal side of ex- 
(istence today. No days to him are 
so good as the old days, and no great- 
ness like that in those times when the 
finan quickest with his gun took the 
llead. With him size was never a con- 
|sideration when it came to hewing to 
the line, belleving as he did that Colt, 
the inventor of the six-shooter, made 
all men equal size when’it came to a 
matter of asserting rights. 

The range rider of the -early days 
smokes a pipe. and he is not at all 
particular about kinds. <A cob suits all 
right, but if he owns a briar root he is 
not at all proud of- it, but just smokes. 
Neither is he searching about for to- 
bacco.that has some fancy name or is 
recommended because callow college 
boys with cuffs on the boots of their 
trouser legs think it is the proper 
caper. What the old ranger wants is 
tobacco that asserts itself, and if he 
can’t get this in the usual smoking 
form, he whittles up a piece of plug, 
loads his pipe and prepares to get the 
real nectar out of life as’ it comes.to 
one who has taken ‘on the habit said 
to have been inaugurated by Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh. When the old range rider 
smokes he has the real thing. and 
actually maintains a desire for the 
weed in its virgin purity. Get one of 
them turned loose when he is smoking 
about the scenes and experiences when 
the pony express brought in the mail 
from civilization once or twice a 
menth, and he will relate events which 
discount the exploits of Dare Devil 
Dick and make Buffalo Bill, Pawnee 
Bill and a half hundred other Bills 
who have brushed into notice look like 
amateurs. 

It is a fact with a color of pathos 
in it that the man who rode the range 
forty or more years ago lives mostly 
in the past. He is here, to be sure, 
in person—was counted as one during 
the recent enumeration for the thir- 


nn 


fac- 


teenth census——but he lives in the years 
which have fallen into: the abyss of 
time. His cow pony died years ago, 
and he can show you the very spot 
where the bones of the animal whiten- 
ed in the #un after the cayotes hed 
stripped the meat away; his saddle 
has grown dry and erinkled for want 


of usage; his lariat hangs on the wall 
of the room where he lives and 
dreams, and his face brightens as 
he talks of the number of “outlaw” 
steers he has roped with that lariat 
and the many times he took a coyote 
or real old lobo wolf into camp. He 
might, too, tell you, if he cares to do 
so, how someone who had broken all 
the laws of the frontier and transgress- 
ed every rule of polite society. as it 
was organized on the border half a 
century ago, had taken his last ride 
on’ one end of that rope with a speedy 
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broncho directed by a-determined man 
in the saddle at the other. That lasso 
has a good story in every kink—a 
irilier of its kind—and /jno man in 
Vie. Boo” OS ee Ss mee | my ; ¥ es . 
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the world knows better how to tell 
all those stories attractively than the 


wrinkled old plainsman who wears his 
thinned hair long and hitches his 
trousers up, to keep them from creep- 
ing down into his boots, with a leath- 
er belt that still shows the place where 
receptacle for his revolver was 


attached in those days when law and 


lorder were enforced by men who knew 


} 
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how to shoot straight and did not hesi- 
tate to do when there was a ques- 
tion of real importance to be settled. 

There are.cowboys here today, but 
they are not of the same brand as 
those who made their presence felt 
when the white man first felt his way 
through the eactus and mesquite, or 
galloped over the prairies tn -search 
water hole where he could refresh 
and his horse. This modern 
seems to be a Kind of «ross 
the times which were and the 
of the present time. He 
pony, wears his trousers 
in his boots, has one or more six- 
shooters strapped to his belt and a 
rope coiled about the horn of his sad- 
dle. In appearance he is an exact 
counterpart of the rough rider of the 
plains in the old days. But in fact 
he is not: he ts quite a different some- 
body. He will shoot if he has to do 
so, but he does not make his living 
shooting. He can rope @ steer, in some 
instances, quite as quickly as the old 
man of the plains could do in his 
palmiest days. Like his progenitor, 
he smokes, but if you look closely you 
will observe that his fingers are 
stained, bear the telltale color of the 
“makings, and in his pocket, instead 
of the cob pipe and the real weed 
unadulterated, a pouch of tobacco will 
be found that has been indorsed by 
those who masquerade:in some of the 
effete centers of the east and imagine 
they are the hub about which the re- 
mainder of the universe revolves. Yes, 
the modern cowboy smoKes, but you 
play into his long suit when you offer 
him “coffin nails.”’ 

The modern cowboy swears, but his 
breaking one of the commandments 
does not fit into his conversation, and 
appear so much a part of it as that 
of the man of the old days. A little 
swearing appeared to be a necessary 
part of the old-timers vocabulary, 
and in many respects it. was not in 
reality profane. It filled a gap which 
lack of words seemed to make neces- 
sary. He sometimes painted things in 
a kind of trolleyv-wire blade, but that 
was his wuy---inured to rough ways, 
his language had a few barbs on it: in 
the form of vatlis. But the modern 
cowboy has a wider and more flexible 
vocabulary in which to express. him- 
self, and when he swears he appears 
to be doing so wantonly. There is

an air about him which says: “I know 
better, and the atmosphere in which 
I grew to manhood did not contain 
any of this.”’ 

The modern man of the plain: af- 
fects the swagger of the old days, 
but .there is a n.nd of moving picture 
show unnaturalness about it. It does 
not bubble up from the very bottom 
of his. being, and appear to be a part 
of himself. It is a kind of borrowed 
something in most tnstances, and has 
about the same relation to the real 
thine that the bird on Nellie’s hat 
had to the song bird that used to 
wake you with its morning gladness 
at the first peep of morn. The mod- 
ern cowboy lives in the shimmer of 
things which were and is in many re- 
spects a very poor imitation of the 
real thing, as it was when the old fel- 
lows broke the crust of things on the 
border and started that movement that 
has made the western part of the 
continent one of the most habitable 
sections of the globe. 

But Hike progenitor, the twentieth 
eentury man of the plains is fair and 
square, and has a broad sweep of 
things commensurate with his train- 
ing, in most instances in aq home 
where mother’s had guidee his early 
ears and taught him that nursery 
orm of worship that expresses itself 
in “Now I lay me dow nto sleep.”

Reminiscence of “Giselle.” 
Nature and art held a brilliant audi- 
ence at the Grand Wednesday night 
enthralled through the production of 
“Giselle,” by the Imperial Russian bal- 
let. 

The people out of whom Gautier made 
his poem are the creatures of their emo- 
tions, frank in their passions, their joys, 
their griefs; and it was, on the other 
hand, the refinement of art that made 
the portrayal of this naturalness con- 
vincing. 

Mordkin, as the mysterious lover, 
who has come back to the primitive in 
his happy mingling with Giselle’s peas- 
ant people, portrays in a brief dance so 
plainly the spirit of their spontaneity 
that the dance seems spontaneous, and 
there is never a thought to analyze its 
elusive charm. 
And Pavlowa, in her heart-break, 
was there ever an Ophelia more graphic 
in her pathos! The dancing of the Rus- 
Sian “Premiere” is so wonderful that 
she could easily be forgiven if she knew 
no other art, but a finished actress is 
she likewise, and she left her audience 
not long in doubt as to the possibility 
of sustained interest in a whole eve- 
ning of music without words. 

And who but a Frenchman could have 
veiled the grewsomeness of the grave 
scene as Gautier did! 

Adam wrote ballet music for it, but 
this music, like the art of the Russian 
dancers, is reverently interpretative. 
All the “long-drawn sweetness,” the 
piquant gayety of the typical French 
ballet is the burden of the music in the 
first scenes, but the weirdness and 
tragedy of the last are fittingly ex- 
pressed in the orchestra. 

Anything more graphic and beautiful 
than the death dance of Pavlowa and 
Mordkin it would be difficult to con- 
ceive, but it is only an incident in the 
wonderful art of these marvelous ex- 
ponents of the dance, who have cer- 
tainly attained the height of its ex- 
pression and perfection. 

A number not on the program was a 
beautiful performance of the famous 
overture to “Sakuntala,” by Goldmark, 
the orchestra a large and capable one, 
and the conductor, Theodore Stier's, 
skill acknowledged in enthusiastic ap- 
plause. 

The solo dancers were truly inter- 

pretative of the music which gave them 
their names. Chopin's “Papillons,” for 
instance, was made as simple as a chil- 
dren’s game, and Tschalkowsky’s varia- 
tions, with Mordkin's reading of it, took 
on a new kind of romance. 
The costumes were cleaner and 
fresher than any seen here this season, 
and unlike the proverbial ballet, the 
women were astonishingly pretty.

A motion was made to the effect 
that the lectures which are to he given 
hereafter in the public schools he re- 
peated on the evening of the same day 
for the Boys’ Club of Atlanta. It is 
needless to sway that the motion was 
Unanimously agreed upon. 

After other matters of detail] were 
Gisposed of, Mrs. Henry Osgood was 
asked to read a letter which was re- 
ceived by her from the assistant di- 
rector of the Chicago Art Institute 
rerorting a talk by Bastida Sorolla. 
the great Spanish painter, on “Amer- 
ican and European Artists.” The let- 
ter is as follows: 

“We are having a most interesting 
time with the great Spanish painter. 
Sorolla, and his 159 works that are now 
On the wails in the galleries. The eol- 
lection certainly is very stunning, and 
while everyone may not want to paint 
in the same way, ther will have 
admit that he is a great pzainter. 
course, from my standpoint, they are 
among the most decorative types of 
painting we have had itn a long time. 
All decOPators can get a great 
inspiration from color 
alone, and his Knowledge of drawing 
should impress the young would-be 
artist with the fact that he wil] be 
obliged to equip himself along this line 
if he ever expects to go further. Yes- 
terday, Mr. Sorolla met most informa!- 
ly with the teachers of the Art Insti- 
tute, and as he speaks no English, they 
had to furbish up their French and 
long to understand everything he said. 
as he has very ‘strong, direct and up- 
to-date ideas. He is just as frank in 
his criticisins of Spanish art as 
any concerning the art of other coun- 
tries. We ventured to ask him =§ his 
opinion on a number of artists, ane 
you will be interested to know that 
he considers Frank Brangwyn the 
vecoratur of the age. He does not con- 
sider Sargent a good decorator, but 
one of the three great painiers who 
will go down in history. Jean Paul 
Laurens he considers one of the strong 
men, and Alma Tadema ai type of 
idealfat who received his inspiration 
from the classic remains of Hercu- 
laneum and Pompeli. Claude Monet 
is to him one of the great men. but 
the ultra-impressionists who are 
flouncing around today in France, he 
seems to think are a little unbalanced, 
but, then, so do we all. 

“How much you would have en- 
joyed hearing him explain the art 
situation and art interests of today. 
Among other things he said was that 
while public demand and supply neces- 
sitated an applied art school, a paint- 
er’s. necessity was art. He said that 
our schools should teach the funda- 
mentals, but especially drawing and 
seme color, but painting should not 
be learned indoors, in the schools or 
the studio, without living models, and 
that too many Hving models in a box

THE POPULARITY OF STRIPES 


New York, February 25.—Dark ehev- 
lot serges with a hairline of a lighter 
shade are extremely smart in the new 
spring coat and skirt costumes for 
the first warmer days. Black and dark 
blue with hairlines of white anywhere 
from a quarter of an inch to a full inch 
apart are also much in evidence among 
the materials, while striped serges the 
stripe a part of the weave and not an- 
other color are elso decidedly fashion- 
able. If it is desired to have the cos- 
tume possess some real warmth, then 
the cheviots and the heavier Scotch 
mixtures should be chosen, but if the 
spring suit is to be worn for traveling, 
etc., through the summer, then these 
striped serges are most advisable.

|NEW KIND OF COTTON 
| GROWS HIGH AS TREE 


Some Seed Sent From. Guate- 
mala Will Be Used for 


Experiment. 


If all reports are true, Georgia may 
soon be growing a species of cotton 
which will require a ladder for use 
at picking time and which will re- 
semble a tree more than it does a 
stalk. 

Captain Reébert F. Wright, assistant 
commissioner of agriculture, has re- 
ceived a letter from S. Billow, Guatee 
mala, South America, [!n which ‘he 
states that a specie of cotton has 
been developeq there which grows as 
high as 15 or 30 feet and which has 
bolls 7 inches long and from 65 to 8 
inches in ‘diameter.

General Dupont to Give $1,- 
500,000 for That Purpose 


in Delaware. 

New York, February 25.—Genera! 
T. Colemam Dupont, of Wilmington, 
Del., is tn New York arranging with 
his lawyers here the deed of gift for 
one of the most unusual philanthropics 
on record. He plans to contribute $1.,- 
600,000 for a boulevard across the 
length of the state of Delaware from 
Claymont, on the north, to Shelbyville, 
on the south. The proposal, when ar- 
ranged in legal terms by the lawyers, 
will at once be submitted to the Dela- 
ware legislature. } 

According to General Dupont’s 
scheme, the proposed roadway will be 
100 feet wide and 100 miles long.

ive, and must be equipped with the 
necessary mape, desks, globes, books 
and modern school paraphernalia; sec- 
ond, the course of study must be en- 
riched and the quality of teaching im- 
proved; third, educational waste must 
be decreased through the consolida- 
tion of country schools. 

Effective work is being done in this 
county along all these lines. In many 
places two or three weak schools have 
combined and a special tax is levied 
in many districts. In the country there 
are fifty good frame buildings, most of 
them containing two rooms, and as 
many as ten of them costing $3,000 or 
more, 

The second requirement is being met 
with as rapidly as possible by con- 
ferences with teachers. 

The teachers’ institute of this coun- 
ty is a great factor in bringing about 
improvernent.

ENORMOUS SUMS 


Gratifying Confidence in 
the Future Indicated. 


Hill and Harriman Systems 
Leaders in the Movement. 
Great Improvement Projects 
Mean Expenditure of Vast 
Sums of Money. 


New York, February 18.—(Special.) 
One of the most encouraging business 
signs of the times is the apparent dls- 
position on the part of the great rajil- 
road systems not only to undertake 
the absolutely necessary work to put 
them in shape to handle current bust!- 
ness properly, but to undertake great 
improvement projects which mean the 
indi- 
oates a most gratifying confidence in 

future. 

Hill and Harriman systems are 
the leaders in the movement, but they 
are not by any means alone, 

Hardly a day passes that there are 
not announcements of new plans along 
this line by one road or another. 

The railroads are not alone in see- 
ing prosperity. Fir example: Edward 
W. Decker, vice president of the North- 
western National bank, of Minneapolis, 
and president of the Minnesota Loan 
and Trust Company, who has been in 
the city, speaking of the outlook in 
the northwest, said: 

‘Intrinsically business conditions are 
good, except in a few spots in the 
spring wheat territory, where the crops 
were bad. The only stop to a healthy 
development is sentimental, and even 
of 
northwest. The action of the 
Union and Southern Pacific directors in 
extensive 
improvements cannot help but tend 
toward good business, and it will be 
necessary for the other raltlroads to 
follow this example if they want to 
keep up with the march of progress. 
When the railroads begin to show cbn- 
fidence and spend money, other bus!- 
ness will follow suit. 

“Our bank has over 1,000 correspond- 
ents in the strip from Minneapolis to 
the coast, so we keep in close touch 
with conditions, and know that they 
are good. To take an example: You 
in the east are accustomed to look on 
Montana as a region of mountains and 
mines and a land of sheep grazing, but 
I firmly believe that it will not be 
long before Montana ts producing 100,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat yearly. 

“East Montana has a wonderfully 
fertile soil, and with the advance of 
irrigation and dry farming there is 
en no limit to its possiblili- 
tles 

Roads Grasping for New Terirtory. 

“In southern Oregon and northern 

California there is a tract of country 
larger than the middle states that ts 
without a railroad. This also is a 
rich agricultural, as well «s timber, 
country, and with rallroad: is bound 
to develop marvelously. Boti the Har- 
riman and Hill interests are alive to 
this fact and are building in rapidly 
Judge Lovett has not caught Mr. Hill 
asleep, and if the other railroad mana- 
gers will stop worrying about politica] 
agitations I am sure they will find that 
the time will never come when they 
cannot get a fair return on their in- 
vestments. <All this country cannot be 
developed without railroads, but im- 
migrants and business are sure to fol- 
low the roads when they are bullt. 

“Personally I am sgbure that reci- 
procity with Canada would be a great 
boon for my section of the country, 
and indirectly for the east. Few peo- 
ple yet realize that vast possibility of 
northwestern Canada. It is an im- 
mense and very rich territory, and 
with the tariff barriers removed, great 
quantities of grain would undoubted- 
ly come to the milling oemters of Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul, and in return, 
agricultural machinery and dry goods 
of all kind would be forwarded from 
there. And, of course, these supplies 
would come to us from farther east, 
while the ralflroads would get the ben- 
efit of the traffic both ways. But 
wheat growing is only one phase of 
the development that is coming itn 
Canada in which the United States 
should participate. 

“We do not look for or want boom 
times. The natural healthy growth of 
the country is quite sufficient for the 
development of an enormous business 
in which all classes of the community 
would benefit. There will be opposi- 
tion to reciprocity on the part of the 
farmers, who fear that the price of 
their wheat may be affected. Person- 
ally I doubt that the effect, if any 
would be more than temporary, for, 
after all, the price of wheat is made 
'n Liverpoo!. On the other hand. these 
farmers overlook the indirect benefit 
that would come to thelr communi- 
tiles and thus in tha long run to them- 
selves from the general prosperity.” 
English Economist on American Rati- 

roads. 

Both criticism and praise of American 
railways were embodied in a statement 
made by W. M. Acworth, the English 
railway eoonomist, before sailing on 
the Mauretania. Mr. Acworth has been 
making a study of American railroads 
during the last two months, incidental- 
ly testifying before the president's 
railroad securities commission. He has 
made several previous examinations of 
American railroads at intervals of two 
or three years. 

The principal defect that Mr. Acworth 
mentions as of American railway man- 
agement lies in “the centralization of 
administrativé power in headquarter’s 
offices in Chicago and New York, which 
while tending, doubtless, to efficiency 
and economy, is responsible in some de- 
sree for the present strained relations 
between the raliways and the public.” 
Matters that arise tn Kanvus, in Texas, 
in the far south, in the far wesi and 
need prompt adjustment have to be re- 
ferred, Mr. Acworth pointed out, to 
fficers a thousand or two thousand 
niles away, and the citizen thinks he 
‘is dealing with a machine. 

“T think,” said Mr. Acworth, 
in these various important sections of 
your country the large railway sys- 
tems should have real executive officers 
with the largest possible discretion to 
leal with local questions on the spot. 
! also think that the ranking officers of 
your railways should every now and 
‘hen visit the different communities 
i\long their lines and cultivate the per- 
sonal acquaintance of their citizens.” 

Mr. Acworth is of the opinion that 
‘he skeletons in the railroad cupboards 
have-all been buried, and that now the 
‘oads ‘‘wounld do well to open their cup- 
boards and let the public see how sweet 
ind clean they are.” 

Tn actual economy of operation, Mr. 
‘cworth thinks the American railroads 
ire first in the world, and he expressed 
‘urprise at the space given by news- 
apers to criticism of railroad effi- 
‘lency. “In the number of tons per car 
nd cars per train,”’ he said, “in the 
‘ullest utilization of locomotives in the 
‘btaining of the greatest measure of 
‘-esult for each unit of expenditure, they 
‘re not equalled by the railways in this 
‘ountry, have reached a higher stand- 
‘rd in international comparison than 
*armers or government, and that under 
vreater difficulties. 

He dwelt ‘non the enormous amount 
‘f money thet muet be spent tunon 
‘merican railroads in view of the fact 
hat facilities must be imereared at 

rat 50 ver cert everv ten years, dur- 
ng which period he believes the traffic 
‘ubsetantiaily doubles.
